Flowers  to  Welcome  in  the  New  Year

Of  the  12  Zodiac  signs  on  the  chart, 
the  Boar  is  the  last  one  to  appear.  None¬ 
theless,  if  these  symbols  are  indicative  of 
the  constellations  in  the  sky,  the  begin¬ 
ning  and  the  end  might  be  the  same 
thing.  The  circular  arrangement  be¬ 
speaks  of  an  ever-lasting  cycle,  of  a 
process  that  renews  itself  day  in  and  day 
out,  year  in  and  year  out.  There  is  even 
a  cliche  founded  on  the  idea:  "When  the 
year  goes  to  its  beginning,  all  the  crea¬ 
tions  are  reborn  again."  As  the  heavenly 
bodies  traverse  their  daily  tracks  in  the 
sky,  the  flowers  on  earth  blossom  and 
wither  according  to  the  dictates  of  the 
seasons.  We  revel  in  the  beauty  and 
sweetness  of  these  messengers  of 
change,  become  infatuated  with  their 
brief  moments  of  glory.  Though  dis¬ 
pirited  at  their  inevitable  departure 
from  the  world  at  the  end  of  each  season, 
the  melancholy  of  death  is  alleviated  by 
our  belief  in  their  return  the  next  year. 
Thus  it  is  with  a  joyful  heart  that  each 
family  welcomes  the  spring  blossoms, 
giving  them  a  special  place  in  the 
household  during  the  celebration  of  the 
Chinese  New  Year. 

To  the  Cantonese  in  Hong  Kong, 
peach  blossom  is  the  ultimate  flower  of 
the  Spring  Festival.  It  has  a  status 
equivalent  to  that  of  Christmas  trees 
during  the  holiday  season.  The  flower  is 
sensitive  to  the  change  in  weather.  Ex¬ 
treme  cold  or  warm  days  just  before  the 
New  Year  would  certainly  break  the 
heart  of  peach  blossom  farmers  who 
know  how  difficult  it  is  to  find  buyers  for 
trees  whose  flowers  either  would  not 
open  up  or  open  up  too  soon.  Picking  a 
good  peach  blossom  is  an  art.  The  really 
particular  buyers  are  more  than  willing 
to  pay  through  the  nose  for  a  fine  tree. 
It  is  believed  that  if  a  peach  blossom 
blooms  to  its  fullest  during  the  New 
Year,  it  will  bring  phenomenal  good 
luck  to  the  household.  By  the  same 
token,  peach  blossom  is  the  essential 
emblem  of  prosperity  in  every  business 
establishment,  big  and  small.  To  the  ar¬ 
dent  bachelors,  the  flower  might  even  be 


the  harbinger  of  some  amorous  adven¬ 
tures  in  the  coming  year.  Fortune  and 
love,  what  can  be  more  crucial  than 
these  two  wishes  as  to  what  the  new  year 
brings? 

So,  choosing  the  flowers  for  Chinese 
New  Year  is  a  weighty  matter.  Flower 
stalls  compete  for  customers  in  the 
market  a  day  or  two  before  New  Year’s 
Day.  For  those  who  wait  until  the 
eleventh  hour,  they  would  have  to  con¬ 
tent  themselves  with  whatever  they  can 
find  in  the  New  Year’s  Eve  flower 
market.  Even  though  many  families  are 
well  prepared  to  see  in  the  new  year  with 
the  flower  of  their  choice,  there  is  still  a 
surprisingly  large  number  of  people  who 
willingly  elbow  their  way  through  the 
crowd  in  order  to  grab  or  guard  the 
flower  of  their  heart.  Hong  Kong  is  after 
all  a  small  city  with  over  6  million 
people.  Besides  flowers,  the  market  is 
also  a  perfect  place  for  last-minute 
shopping  for  the  New  Year.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  flower  market  typically  opens 
around  10  or  11  in  the  evening,  after  the 
reunion  dinner  on  New  Year’s  Eve.  The 
pace  works  itself  into  a  frenzy  after  mid¬ 
night,  when  the  first  day  of  the  year  is 
officially  heralded  in  by  a  long  string  of 
fire  crackers.  People  eager  to  find  a  bar¬ 
gain  in  the  flower  market  pour  out  from 
buses,  taxis,  and  subway  stations. 
Donned  in  their  new  outfits,  grown-ups 
as  well  as  children  ransack  the  stalls, 


then  triumphantly  bring  home  before 
dawn  the  first  good  deal  of  the  year.  For 
many,  "walking  the  New  Year’s  Eve 
market"  is  a  rite  of  passage.  If  you  are 
one  who  enjoys  crowds  and  fanfare,  you 
may  very  well  relish  this  hustle  and 
bustle.  For  nothing  is  more  pleasurable 
or  gratifying  than  a  sea  of  human  bodies 
warming  one  another  with  their  sheer 
presence  on  a  chilly  New  Year’s  night. 

Naturally,  peach  blossom  is  not  the 
only  treasure  you  may  find  in  the  flower 
market.  There  are  other  less  imposing 
species  equally  acceptable  to  the  not  so 
fastidious.  My  mother  actually  prefers 
chrysanthemum  for  the  New  Year.  The 
flower  comes  in  various  colors,  sizes, 
and  shapes.  Her  favorite  is  the  ordinary 
yellow  ldnd  which  will  last  in  the  vase  for 
days,  long  after  the  holiday  festivities  are 
over.  My  mother’s  choice  is  in  line  with 
her  temperament  -  modest,  earthy, 
solid.  Whenever  she  can,  she  always 
decorates  the  house  with  this  simple 
flower.  Maybe  secretly  that’s  the  way  she 
wants  her  children  to  grow  up. 

If  chrysanthemum  is  the  flower  of  the 
fall,  then  lotus  flower  is  illustrative  of 
the  summer  season.  A  famous  poet  in 
ancient  China  once  wrote  an  essay  on 
tbe  flower  lauding  its  unsurpassed 
quality.  Lotus  flower  is  typically  grown 
in  a  pond.  Its  root  is  buried  deep  in  the 
mud  under  water  while  the  leaves  and 
blossoms,  supported  by  long  slender 


stems,  float  effortlessly  on  the  surface. 
"Born  of  the  base  soil,  but  undefiled  in 
itself,"  it  is  indeed  worthy  of  the  name: 
the  "gentleman  of  flowers"  bestowed  by 
the  poet. 

There  is  one  Buddhist  story  which 
also  exemplifies  the  divine  feature  of  the 
lotus  flower:  Once  a  doe  drank  from  the 
river  in  which  a  virtuous  hermit  had  just 
bathed.  The  creature  then  became  preg¬ 
nant  and  later  gave  birth  to  a  lovely 
human  girl.  When  the  hermit  chanced 
upon  the  mother  and  child,  the  animal 
was  scared  and  fan  away.  The  good  man 
took  the  girl  to  his  cave  and  raised  her 
as  his  own.  Time  flew  and  the  girl  was 
soon  eighteen.  It  occurred  that  the  only 
fire  they  kept  in  the  cave  went  out  one 
day,  and  she  had  to  borrow  the  fire  from 
another  hermit  living  on  the  other  side 
of  the  mountain.  A  wondrous  thing  hap¬ 
pened  as  she  approached  the  cave  -  with 
every  step  she  took  there  grew  a  lotus 
flower  on  the  ground.  Dazzled,  the 
stranger  requested  the  splendid  girl  to 
encircle  his  abode  so  that  he  could  enjoy 
a  multitude  of  the  extraordinary  flower. 
Buddha  himself  is  depicted  many  a  time 
meditating  on  a  lotus  flower  seat. 

Flowers  are  allotted  various  at¬ 
tributes  in  the  Chinese  tradition. 
Despite  the  passion  Cantonese  have  for 
peach  blossom  in  the  Chinese  New 
Year,  the  honor  of  being  the  champion 
in  the  kingdom  of  flowers  falls  to 
another  -  the  peony,  which  is  thought  to 
represent  prosperity.  However,  the 
flower  selected  to  characterize  the  na¬ 
tion  turns  out  to  be  the  plum  blossom. 
Unlike  the  other  two,  plum  blossom  is  a 
winter  flower.  It  is  an  eternally 
cherished  subject  for  painters  and  poets. 
The  flower  is  reputed  to  thrive  the  most 
in  the  harshest  conditions.  Its  tiny  pink 
burgeoning  clusters  are  the  ideal  adorn¬ 
ment  in  a  land  written  over  by  the  impec¬ 
cable  white  hand  of  the  North  wind.  The 
plum  blossom  therefore  is  a  noble 
flower  signifying  the  indomitable  will  of 
the  Chinese  people.

What  the  New  Year  Will  Bring

munity  will  welcome  in  the  Year  of  the 
Pig.  According  to  the  Chinese  lunar 
calendar,  each  year  is  assigned  one  of  12 
symbolic  animals. 

According  to  Chinatown  astrologer 
Chin  Yun  Chiu,  people  bom  in  the  Year 
of  the  Pig  tend  to  be  quiet  and  direct. 
They  are  hard  workers  but  often  worry 
too  much.  People  bom  under  this  sign 
are  prone  to  worry  about  what  others  say 
behind  their  back.

Becoming  "Visible"  in  the  Workplace

"If  you  not  at  the  table,  you  are 
probably  not  in  the  deal." 

Corporate  diversity  programs  have 
provided  an  invitation  for  Asian 
Americans  to  the  table.  Whether  Asian 
Americans  are  in  the  deal  remains  to  be 
seen. 

My  own  experiences  tell  me  that 
diversity  initiatives  are  excellent  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  Asian  professionals  to 
promote  the  Asian  American  agenda  in 
corporate  America.  The  diversity  pro¬ 
gram  at  our  company.  Ortho  Biotech, 
has  given  me  numerous  opportunities  to 
meet  with  management  to  discuss  my 
issues  in  a  risk-free  environment.  How¬ 
ever,  to  convert  any  issues  into  an  action 
plan,  I  must  get  support  from  manage¬ 
ment,  my  co-  workers,  and  especially 
from  my  fellow  Asian  Americans. 

It  has  been  difficult  to  get  support 
from  my  Asian  co-workers.  First,  and 
most  important  of  all,  most  Asians  in 
our  company  do  not  identify  themselves 
as  Asian  Americans,  people  of  color,  or 
a  minority.  Second,  they  don’t  see  the 
need  to  be  in  a  group.  Third,  they  prefer 
to  be  in  the  mainstream. 

As  I  talk  with  Asian-Americans  at 
other  companies,  I  see  a  trend  develop¬ 
ing.  Janet  Chow,  an  underwriter  for 
John  Hancock,  points  to  our  culture  and 
inability  to  organize  and  promote  our 
agenda.  "I  think  it  has  a  lot  to  do  with 
our  lack  of  role  models.  There  are  few 
Asians  in  upper  management  and  they 
don’t  tend  to  guide  the  ones  behind 
them.  Also,  Asians  are  afraid  to  be  stig¬ 
matized  by  a  group  label.  It’s  not  in  our 
culture  to  make  any  waves." 

Betty  Szeto,  a  marketing  consultant 
with  Blue  Cross  Blue  Shield  (BCBS), 
describes  it  with  one  word.  INVISIBLE. 


"When  I  told  my  fellow  Asian  co- 
workers  that  I  feel  invisible  at  a  BCBS 
diversity  program,  I  hit  a  nerve  with  all 
the  Asians  in  the  room."  Szeto  also  em-

I  grew  up  in  a  typical  immigrant  fami¬ 
ly  from  Boston  Chinatown.  My  mom 
worked  in  a  factory  and  my  dad  in  a 
Chinese  restaurant.  They  raised  eight 
children  without  knowing  much 
English.  My  parents  constantly 
reminded  us  that  they  were  working 
hard  for  the  next  generation  -  for  some¬ 
one  like  me! 

In  return  for  their  hard  work,  I  did 
what  my  parents  wanted  me  to  do  -  I 
finished  school,  got  a  job,  married  a  guy 
who  has  a  job,  had  children,  and  tried  to 
keep  my  job  in  case  my  husband  loses  his 
job! 

Sounds  simple  and  practical! 

I  received  my  undergraduate  degree 
in  chemistry  from  Brown  University  and 
a  master  degree  in  organic  chemistry 
from  the  University  of  Rochester.  My 
first  job  was  with  the  Du  Pont  Company 
in  Delaware.  I  remember  bringing  my 
mom  to  a  company  outing  and  seeing 
her  face  light  up  as  she  walked  into  the 
country’s  premier  chemical  company. 
My  parents  also  attended  a  ceremony  at 
Du  Pont  when  I  received  an  award  in 
research  and  development.  When  I  in¬ 
troduced  the  vice  president  of  the  com¬ 
pany  to  my  mom,  she  bowed  and  said  in 
her  limited  English,  "Thanks  for  giving 
my  daughter  a  job!" 

Du  Pont  also  gave  me  an  opportunity 
to  move  back  to  Boston  so  that  I  could 
be  closer  to  my  parents.  My  career  took 
a  turn  from  pharmaceutical  research  to 
clinical  development.  Along  the  way,  I 
married  a  wonderful  guy  who  happened 
to  have  a  job,  which  made  my  parents 
very  happy. 

When  my  career  at  Du  Pont  was 
moving  along  in  a  very  positive  direc¬ 
tion,  I  told  my  parents  that  I  wanted  to 
quit  my  job  and  write  a  novel  about  our

family.  I  tried  to  tell  them  that  I  could 
become  another  Amy  Tan.  "Who  is  Amy 
Tan?"  My  mom  and  I  struggled  over  this 
issue  for  a  long  time.  She  was  convinced 
that  all  Chinatown  families  have  the 
same  story.  She  read  some  Chinese 
parables  to  me  that  I  still  can’t  com¬ 
prehend.  I  was  thirty  years  old  then  and 
just  starting  to  deal  with  my  childhood 
guilt.  I  quit  my  job  and  spent  six  months 
writing  a  novel.  I  also  met  Amy  Tan  at  a 
book-signing  event  and  she  encouraged 
me  to  keep  on  writing. 

However,  my  mom  finally  won  and  I 
went  back  to  work.  I  landed  a  job  in 
pharmaceutical  sales  with  Merck  and 
left  my  manuscript  in  a  diskette.  Since 
then,  I  have  moved  into  the  biotechnol¬ 
ogy  sector  and  have  been  selling  for 
Ortho  Biotech,  the  biotechnology  arm 
of  Johnson  and  Johnson.  My  husband 
and  I  also  have  a  beautiful  little  girl.  My 
parents  think  that  I  have  reached  the 
American  dream! 

Unfortunately,  this  is  my  parents’ 
dream.  Now  at  age  34, 1  am  just  starting 
to  have  and  believe  in  my  own  dreams.  I 
may  become  another  Amy  Tan,  and  I 
may  not!  Whatever  I  will  become,  I 
know  now  that  I  need  to  pursue  what  I 
want  to  do  for  myself  and  not  for  my 
parents. 

I  must  admit  that  I  probably  would 
not  be  where  I  am  today  without  my 
parents’ hard  work  and  the  courage  to 
move  to  another  country  for  the  sake  of 
the  next  generation.  I  hope  that  my 
dreams  will  include  what  my  parents 
-want  for  me.  I  just  wish  that  I  had  known 
the  difference  between  my  dreams  and 
theirs  at  an  earlier  age.  However,  it  is 
still  not  to  late  for  this  Amy  Tan  want- 
to-be.  After  all,  I  have  finally  reached  my 
turn!

With  the  support  of  the  Asian  Focus 
Group  and  NYNEX’s  Corporate  Affairs, 
Zhao  has  been  able  to  get  a  $6,000  grant 
from  NYNEX  to  support  an  adult 
English  program  at  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council.  Besides  the  finan¬ 
cial  support,  NYNEX  also  encourages 
their  Asian  employees  to  volunteer 
their  time  and  expertise  at  various  com-  v 
munity  agencies  in  Chinatown. 

While  the  success  at  NYNEX  is  a 
great  start,  we  Asian  Americans  must  be 
determined  to  come  out  of  the  box  and 
cross  our  own  cultural  barriers  to  reach 
our  goals.

A  Career  Well  Chosen

Ever  since  I  can  remember,  my 
parents  stressed  the  importance  of 
education  to  my  siblings  and  me.  To  my 
father,  a  professor  was  the  most  pres¬ 
tigious  job  one  could  have,  and  to  my 
mother,  a  good  education  was  a  way  to 
guarantee  that  all  job  opportunities 
would  be  open  to  us.  These  continually 
voiced  beliefs  must  have  subtly  in¬ 
fluenced  my  career  choice,  as  I  am  cur¬ 
rently  a  professor  in  the  Biology 
Department  at  Boston  University. 

My  parents  immigrated  from  China 
to  the  United  States  for  schooling,  and  I 
am  a  first-generation  Asian  American. 
We  grew  up  in  a  very  traditional  Chinese 
household;  Chinese  was  spoken  at 
home,  and  I  don’t  really  remember  when 
I  learned  English.  My  parents  always 
nagged  us  to  do  better  in  school,  as  our 
grades  in  school  would  determine  which 
college  would  accept  us,  and  the  college 
we  attended  determined  our  future. 

In  many  ways,  my  parents  reinforced 
the  old-fashioned  beliefs  common  in 
Chinese  culture.  To  them,  it  was  most 
important  that  the  boys  in  the  family  do 
well.  Throughout  our  youth,  my  parents 
always  reminded  us  how  smart  the  boys 
were,  whereas  when  the  girls  did  well, 
they  were  "lucky."  On  the  other  hand, 
my  parents  were  enlightened  enough  to 
want  the  girls  to  have  professional 
careers  also.  Although  my  father  always 
believed  (and  still  comments)  that  the 
girls  would  forgo  their  careers  when  they 
married,  my  mother  was  adamant  that 
the  girls  would  have  careers  inde¬ 
pendent  of  their  husbands. 

Naturally,  my  father  never  told  me 
(perhaps  he  did  not  realize)  what  it 
would  take  to  become  a  professor. 
When  I  was  young,  I  was  sure  I  wanted 
to  be  a  doctor;  I  had  always  loved  biology 
and  loved  learning  about  how  the  brain 
controls  the  body.  But  while  I  was  an 
undergraduate,  I  volunteered  in  a  hospi¬ 
tal  and  quickly  realized  that  medicine 
was  not  for  me  -  I  liked  working  with 
people,  but  I  hated  working  with  sick 
people!  I  left  Barnard  College,  which 
was  then  the  women’s  undergraduate 
college  of  Columbia  University,  with  a 
degree  in  mathematics  and  puzzled  over 
what  I  did  want.  After  a  few  false  starts 
(including  a  detour  into  engineering  at 
Columbia),  a  professor  encouraged  me 
into  thinking  about  biomedical  research 


and  an  academic  career.  I  asked  the  typi¬ 
cal,  naive  questions.  Can  I  still  get  a 
university  job  with  a  Ph.D.  instead  of  a 
M.D.?  Is  it  more  to  my  advantage  to  get 
a  M.D.  or  a  Ph.D.?  What  can  I  do  with  a 
Ph.D.?  The  answers  are  that  basically  a 
Ph.D.  is  as  marketable  as  a  M.D.  when  it 
comes  to  doing  basic  research  and  teach¬ 
ing  in  a  university  or  company;  M.D.s 
are  able  to  do  clinical  research  easier, 
however.  So,  despite  my  lack  of  biology 
courses,  I  blithely  applied  to  numerous 
programs  that  would  allow  me  to  do 
neurobiological  research,  and  I  "luck- 
ed"into  a  Ph.D.  program  with  a  full 
scholarship  and  stipend  at  Harvard 
University.  After  seven  long  years  as  a 
graduate  student,  I  had  my  Ph.D.,  there¬ 
by  satisfying  my  father’s  ultimate  dream, 
and  knew  I  had  chosen  the  right  career. 

Getting  a  science  Ph.D.,  however, 
does  not  entitle  one  to  apply  for  profes¬ 
sorships  immediately.  Like  M.D.s, 
Ph.D.s  must  go  through  an  "internship" 
period  called  a  postdoctoral  fellowship. 
This  period  is  to  allow  the  fledgling 
Ph.D.  to  concentrate  on  scientific  re¬ 
search;  actually,  postdocs  think  their 
positions  are  opportunities  for  univer¬ 
sities  to  get  highly  qualified  labor  cheap¬ 
ly  ($17, 000/yr.)  What  does  it  mean  to  do 
scientific  research?  I  am  interested  in 
how  the  nerve  cells  in  your  body  control 
your  behavior,  that  is,  your  movements, 
your  thoughts,  your  personality,  etc. 
How  does  the  brain  do  this?  What  con¬ 
trols  all  the  circuits  in  the  brain?  Can 
you  make  one  circuit  stronger  than 
another?  Is  this  what  happens  in  learn¬ 
ing  and  forgetting?  These  are  just  a  few 
of  the  questions  that  neurobiologists  ad¬ 
dress  and  that  fascinate  me.  With  each 
question  that  the  scientists  answer,  how¬ 
ever,  new  questions  arise.  For  instance, 
scientists  have  recently  identified  muta¬ 
tions  in  genes  that  lead  to  or  predispose 
you  to  Alzheimer’s  disease.  How  can 
this  knowledge  lead  to  a  cure  of  the 
disease? 

After  three  years  as  a  postdoc  at 
Columbia  (I  was  homesick  for  New 
York  City),  I  returned  to  Boston,  one  of 
the  scientific  meccas  of  the  United 
States,  as  a  professor.  At  the  time,  I 
didn’t  realize  that  I  had  beat  out  over 
200  applicants  for  the  job.  Now  that  I’ve 
been  on  hiring  committees  myself,  I 
know  that  being  a  successful  applicant  is 
dependent  not  only  on  having  a  good

my  parents  never  complemented  us  on 
doing  anything  well,  but  always  found 
some  irrelevant  detail  that  was  wrong 
and  harped  on  that  detail.  But  to  get  a 
job,  an  applicant  has  to  be  very  aggres¬ 
sive,  show  how  insightful  and  intelligent 
he  or  she  is,  and  what  a  leader  he  or  she 
will  be.  These  traits  are  important  even 
after  one  gets  a  job,  as  research  grants, 
salary  raises,  and  tenure  are  based  on 
these  as  well.  Unfortunately,  one  can 
not  be  humble  about  one’s  accomplish¬ 
ments  to  succeed. 

None  of  my  previous  training  had 
prepared  me  for  the  immense  amount  of 
work  that  an  academic  career  entails. 
Boston  University  prides  itself  on  its 
quality  of  research  as  well  as  its  quality 
of  teaching.  Whereas  Harvard  and 
Columbia  stress  research  over  teaching, 
now  I  am  at  a  place  where  I  have  to  be 
good  at  both.  Did  I  realize  what  it  took 
to  put  together  an  interesting  lecture?  I 
remember  often  being  sleepy  during 
some  of  my  college  lectures,  but  now 
when  students  fall  asleep  in  my  class,  I 
take  it  as  a  failure  on  my  part  to  excite 
them.  People  often  say  that  I  can  just 
recycle  my  lectures  from  year  to  year. 
But  science  nowadays  is  undergoing 
such  a  revolution  due  to  new  techniques 
that  so  much  novel,  interesting  research 
happens  in  one  year;  it  would  be  unfair 
not  to  give  students  the  most  recent  in¬ 
formation.  I  have  to  read  scientific 
papers  constantly  to  remain  current  in 
my  field  and  for  my  lectures.  A  one  and 
half  hour  lecture  can  take  me  over  5 
hours  to  prepare.  I  am  grateful  that  my 
mother  always  harassed  us  about  our 
accents,  so  that  now  my  siblings  and  I 
speak  English  with  no  accent.  Students 
dislike  any  lecturer  who  has  a  thick  ac¬ 
cent.  When  I  give  talks  about  my  work 
at  other  universities,  I  see  relief  on 
people’s  faces  when  they  hear  me  speak 
without  a  Chinese  accent. 

Did  I  realize  how  hard  it  is  to  keep  a 
research  lab  running?  Where  does  one 


"get"  money  for  research?  One  begs  for 
money  by  writing  grants  to  either  the 
federal  government  or  to  private  foun¬ 
dations.  A  grant  proposal  can  range 
from  10-50  pages.  Depending  on  the 
agency,  10-25%  of  the  grant  proposals 
are  funded,  which  means  that  I  have  to 
write  about  10  grants  to  ensure  being 
funded  by  one.  Excellent  English  writing 
skills  are  essential  for  successful  grant 
writing.  Writing  has  never  been  my 
forte;  like  many  Asians,  I  have  difficulty 
matching  nouns  with  verbs,  as  there  are 
no  plural  nouns  or  plural  verbs  in 
Chinese.  In  this  competitive  funding  at¬ 
mosphere,  I  am  fortunate  to  be  funded. 

Between  teaching  and  writing,  I  have 
little  time  to  do  the  research  myself,  -_• 
which  is  a  major  disappointment  to  me 
as  I  love  being  at  the  lab  bench.  Instead, 

I  am  dependent  on  graduate  students 
and  research  assistants  to  do  my  re¬ 
search.  Disagreements  naturally  arise 
between  people  working  in  close 
proximity  for  long  periods  of  time;  our 
workday  is  often  longer  than  12  hours.  I 
need  everyone  in  the  lab  to  be  produc¬ 
tive,  so  that  we  can  publish  our  research, 
because  in  academia  the  motto  "publish 
or  perish"  is  true.  Again,  to  be  a  good 
research  adviser  I  must  be  un-Asian,  and  v  - 
be  firm  and  aggressive  with  my  students; 

I  must  learn  to  compliment  them  for 
their  work.  American  students  will 
speak  to  their  advisers  in  many  ways 
Asians  think  are  disrespectful;  of 
course,  if  we  were  to  treat  them  the  same 
way, the  students  would  think  we  were 
being  difficult  or  disrespectful  of  them. 

I  am  annoyed  that  some  male  Chinese 
graduate  students,  particularly  some 
from  mainland  China,  comment  that 
they  do  not  like  having  a  woman  as  their 
"boss". 

I  have  looked  back  at  my  career 
choice  many  times,  and  I  have  never 
regretted  it.  Despite  the  long  hours  and 
modest  salary,  I  am  lucky  to  have  a  job 
that  I  really  enjoy  and  that  constantly 
stimulates  me  intellectually.  I  love  to 
think  that  my  research  may  contribute 
to  understanding  Alzheimer’s  disease 
someday.  I  love  to  challenge  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  "play"  with  me  and  to  think  with 
me  scientifically.  I  have  been  very,  very 
lucky  to  have  had  so  many  opportunities 
open  to  me  as  an  American-born  Asian.

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The  Growth  of  an  Asian  Law  Firm 


By  Russell  L.  Chin 

"You  should  be  a  doctor.  You  should 
be  an  engineer.  You  should  get  into 
computer  science."  For  those  of  us 
growing  up  in  the  sixties  and  seventies, 
the  pressure  to  choose  a  profession  rare¬ 
ly,  if  ever,  directed  us  toward  the  law. 
Whoever  heard  of  an  Asian  going  to  law 
school  and  becoming  a  successful 
(i.e."rich")  attorney?  In  those  days,  very 
few.  Most  of  us  were  advised  to  enter  a 
field  that  would  enable  us  to  be  safe, 
secure  and  earn  a  modest  but  comfort¬ 
able  living.  Given  many  of  our  parents’ 
experiences  in  a  new  and  sometimes 
hostile  country,  such  advice  is  clearly 
understandable. 

There  has  been  a  gradual  change  in 
attitude  among  Asian  Pacific  Americans 
toward  attending  law  school  and  enter¬ 
ing  the  legal  profession.  It  started  in  the 
late  seventies.  In  my  graduating  class  at 
Boston  College  Law  School  (1981), 
there  were  about  twenty  male  and 
female  Asians  out  of  a  class  of  ap¬ 
proximately  three  hundred.  This  fol¬ 
lowed  a  group  of  only  about  four  Asians 
in  the  class  of  1980.  As  such,  my  class  was 
the  real  beginning  of  a  larger  influx  of 
minorities  into  the  legal  profession.  Law 
schools  began  to  recognize  the  dearth  of 
minorities  in  their  ranks  and  sub¬ 
sequently  made  efforts  to  increase  the 
number  of  minority  law  students.  This 
coincided  with  an  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  minority  applicants  interested  in 
attending  law  school. 

Based  upon  a  study  undertaken  by 
the  Association  of  the  Bar  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  national  statistics  concern¬ 
ing  minority  student  enrollment  in  US 
law  schools  in  1994  reveal  the  following: 

-There  were  124,655  law  students  en¬ 
rolled  in  US  law  schools  nationally. 

-A  total  of  22,081,  or  17.71%  were 
minorities. 

-6,334,  or  5.08%  were  Asian  Pacific 
American 

-8,978,  or  7.20%  were  Black/African 
American. 

-5,944,  or  4.77%  were 
Hispanic/Latin. 

-825,  or  0.66%  were  Native 
American/Alaskan. 

In  Massachusetts,  where  by  most 
counts  there  are  over  two  hundred 
Asian  Pacific  American  attorneys,  vir¬ 
tually  every  area  of  the  practice  is  repre¬ 
sented  by  Asian  Pacific  Americans.  We 


are  in  both  civil  and  criminal  areas  of  the 
law,  although  the  clear  preference  is 
civil.  Today,  there  are  two  Asian  Pacific 
American  judges  in  Massachusetts,  the 
Honorable  Richard  J.  Chin  and  the 
Honorable  Femande  R.V.  Duffly.  The 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  Bar  As¬ 
sociation  is  an  Asian  American  woman, 
KayH.Hodge.  Asian  Pacific  Americans 
are  partners  in  only  a  few  of  Boston’s 
oldest  and  largest  law  firms.  Many 
others  are  government  attorneys  with 
federal,  state  and  local  agencies  such  as 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Revenue,  Massport,  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Attorney  General’s  office, 
etc.  Many  Asian  Pacific  Americans  are 
in  small-  and  medium-sized  firms  while 
others  are  sole  practitioners.  Still 
others  act  as  in-house  counsel  for  large 
corporations. 

Many  steps  have  been  taken  to  or¬ 
ganize  at  the  state  and  federal  levels. 
Locally,  Asian  Pacific  Americans 
created  a  professional  state  bar  associa¬ 
tion  known  as  the  Asian  American 
Lawyers  Association  of  Massachusetts, 
Inc.,  which  was  founded  in  1984.  Nation¬ 
ally,  Asian  Pacific  Americans  created  an 
organization  called  the  National  Asian 
Pacific  American  Bar  Association, 
which  includes  members  from  across  the 
country.  In  fact,  the  National  Asian 
Pacific  American  Bar  Association  con¬ 
vention  will  be  held  in  Boston  this  fall. 
Several  hundred  attorneys,  judges  and 
elected  officials  representing  all  50 
states  are  expected  to  attend. 

For  minority  attorneys  seeking  a  job 
in  the  early  eighties,  major  Boston  law 
firms  were  not  as  receptive  as  the  law 
schools  had  been  when  they  applied  for 
admission.  Generally,  minority  lawyers 
were  not  recruited  or  affirmatively 
sought  by  law  firms  until  the  mid  to  late 
1980s.  In  fact,  I  began  to  believe  that  my 
parents’ advice  was  correct  when  I  found 
it  impossible  to  find  a  legal  job  after 
graduation.  Trying  not  to  feel  overly  dis¬ 
couraged,  I  continued  to  send  out 
resumes  while  working  in  a  relative’s 
Chinese  restaurant  for  six  months  after 
having  obtained  my  juris  doctorate  de¬ 
gree  from  Boston  College  Law  School 
and  passed  the  Massachusetts  Bar  ex¬ 
amination. 

I  eventually  procured  a  job  with  a 
medium-sized  firm  of  twenty-one 
lawyers,  ostensibly  as  a  marketing

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weapon  to  enhance  the  firm’s  ability  to 
attract  Chinese  clientele.  I  remained 
there  for  three  years  to  learn  the  ropes 
before  moving  on  to  another  firm  for 
one  year,  where  I  concentrated  ex¬ 
clusively  on  large  cases  involving  com¬ 
mercial  and  banking  law.  The  firm 
disbanded  and,  with  only  one  case  from 
one  bank  client,  I  decided  to  start  a  prac¬ 
tice  under  my  own  name.  From  1986  to 
1989, 1  worked  alone,  steadily  building 
my  practice  by  representing  banks,  busi¬ 
nesses  and  people  in  need  of  legal  ser¬ 
vices.  I  discovered  that  responsiveness, 
high  quality  work,  efficiency,  and  having 
the  ability  to  interface  with  all  types  of 
people  were  key  components  in  the 
development  of  a  successful  practice. 
With  the  recession,  my  bankruptcy  and 
commercial  litigation  business  in¬ 
creased  and  I  began  to  hire  attorneys  to 
help  me  with  a  growing  clientele.

17  and  10  years,  respectively.  In  Novem¬ 
ber,  1994,  we  became  "Chin,  Wright  & 
Branson,  P.C."  The  firm  has  grown  to  10 
attorneys  with  highly  diverse  back¬ 
grounds  and  experiences  reflective  of 
.  our  society.  At  the  partnership  level,  the 
firm  is  led  by  capable  attorneys,  who 
happen  to  be  an  Asian  American,  an 
African  American,  a  gay  male  and  a 
woman.

Giving  Back  to  the  Community

I  was  bom  in  Vietnam  and  lived  there 
for  22  years  before  moving  to  the  United 
States  in  1970.  My  ambition  as  a  social 
service  provider  has  been  to  help  new¬ 
comers  adjust  to  life  in  America  and 
help  them  become  as  successful  as  pos¬ 
sible  here.  It  is  also  my  nature  to  observe 
the  struggles  and  successes  of  our  com¬ 
munity  in  this  country. 

This  mission  began  in  1975,  in  the 
wake  of  the  flight  of  Vietnamese 
refugees  from  South  Vietnam  to  the 
United  States.  Determined  to  avoid 
living  under  a  Communist  regime,  most 
of  the  Vietnamese  escaped  by  boat  to 
nearby  countries,  such  as  Hong  Kong, 
Malaysia,  and  the  Philippines.  Called 
"Boat  People,*  they  were  later  selected 
for  resettlement  in  the  United  States. 

With  the  benefit  of  my  bilingual  and 
bicultural  background,  I  worked  with 
local  churches  to  resettle  these  new¬ 
comers  in  my  community.  Between  1979 
to  1980,  three  of  my  brothers  -  all  of 
whom  were  “Boat  People*-  joined  me  in 
this  new  land.  It  was  a  surprise  for  me 
and  a  bittersweet  time  for  them.  On  the 
one  hand,  they  were  happy  to  be  alive 
and  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  settle 
in  the  United  States.  On  the  other  hand, 
their  hardship  did  not  end  here.  When 
my  three  brothers  arrived  in  America 
they  had  a  total  of  $230  in  their  pockets, 
a  tube  of  toothpaste,  a  toothbrush,  a 
pack  cigarettes,  and  plenty  of  cavities. 

They  were  in  poor  health  and  spoke 
.  little  English. 

But  five  years  after  wrestling  with  lan¬ 
guage,  education  and  jobs,  they  had  be¬ 
come  some  of  the  most  successful 
Vietnamese  refugees  in  the  United 
States.  Their  success  also  ended  my 
responsibilities,  and  I  began  to  search 
for  a  new  challenge. 

In  May  1986,  at  the  age  of  39,  I 
decided  to  revolutionize  my  life  by  quit- 
ing  the  hustle  and  bustle  of  the  business 
world  and  establishing  a  new  life  for 
myself  as  a  full-time  college  student  Six 
years  later,  my  educational  dream  had 
come  true.  It  was  the  best  investment  I 
have  ever  made.  I  learned  to  like  myself 
and  also  came  to  recognize  my  poten¬ 
tials.  I  now  have  a  more  focused  direc¬ 
tion  and  the  equipment  necessary  to 
help  others. 

This  achievement  would  not  be  pos¬ 
sible  without  the  generosity,  devotion 
and  encouragement  of  my  dean,  the 
professors  and  the  friendly  staff  at  Har¬ 
vard  University  Extension  School.  I  also 
owe  un-repayable  debts  to  the  personal 
friends  who  have  supported  me  every 
step  of  the  way  during  those  years  of 
academic  training. 

Following  my  graduation,  my  imme¬ 
diate  goal  was  to  search  for  the  right 
kind  of  job  -  one  that  would  allow  me  to 


devote  my  energy  and  knowledge  to 
helping  others  expand  their  knowledge 
and  opportunities.  I  became  involved  in 
activities  such  as  fundraising  for 
scholarships,  advocating  for  higher 
education,  and  promoting  ethical  con¬ 
duct  among  Asian  Americans.  My  ul¬ 
timate  goal  was  to  utilize  my  experience 
and  my  education  to  help  people  who 
are  searching  for  directions  and  are  will¬ 
ing  to  work  hard  to  obtain  a  happy,  heal¬ 
thy  and  meaningful  life  in  this  country. 

Since  my  graduation  in  July  1992, 1 
have  been  working  for  two  nonprofit 
organizations.  Besides  teaching,  coun¬ 
seling,  and  developing  jobs  for  new 
refugees  and  immigrants,  I  volunteer  at 
three  other  nonprofit  organizations.  My 
favorite  activities  include  alumni  affairs, 
scholarship  work,  and  career  counsel- 
ihfr 

Most  people  in  my  profession  end  up 
working  long  hours  for  a  very  short 
paycheck.  I  am  not,  however,  easily 
deterred.  For  one  thing,  my  job  is  inter 
esting:  helping  people  who  want  to  help 
themselves  is  spiritually  rewarding 
work.  The  more  I  help  people,  the  more 
I  learn  to  help  them  effectively.  This 
wonderful  experience  cannot  be  over¬ 
looked.  I  want  to  take  advantage  of  this 
New  Year  to  share  my  thoughts  with 
Sampan  readers. 

My  New  Year  resolutions  indude 
reflecting  on  some  of  the  major  strug¬ 
gles  and  successes  of  the  Asian 
American  community  in  the  United 
States.  I  would  also  like  to  receive  feed¬ 
back  from  readers  on  these  issues.  My 
goal  is  to  open  up  a  dialogue  with  people 
who  like  to  share  experiences  and  intel¬ 
lectual  points-of-view  that  could  im¬ 
prove  the  values  and  quality  of  life  in  our 
community. 

Asian  Americans  have  gained  a  good 
reputation  as  "hard  working  and  family 
oriented  people."  This  is  very  true.  Be¬ 
sides  supporting  their  own  families  in 
the  United  States,  many  Asian  refugees 
and  immigrants  are  saving  and  sending 
money  home  to  help  their  relatives.  Be¬ 
cause  we  must  cope  with  family  respon¬ 
sibilities  as  well  as  deal  with  cultural 
adjustment  in  this  new  land,  we  seldom 
partidpate  in  community  activities  or 
political  organizations.  As  a  result,  the 
Asian  community  has  very  little  voice  in 
public  policymaking.  In  fact,  many 
Asian-Americans  do  not  vote  in  elec¬ 
tions.  Their  reasons  for  not  voting  are 
simple:  1)  We  are  too  busy;  2)  Our  votes 
are  not  important;  or,  3)  Big  people  in 
the  government  don’t  know  who  we  are, 
so  we  don’t  care  who  runs  the  govern¬ 
ment.  To  make  the  situation  worst, 
while  many  of  us  think  that  America  is  a 
good  place  to  make  money  and  to  live, 
we  do  not  consider  it  our  own  country. 
We  enjoy  the  freedom  and  benefits  this 
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country  has  to  offer,  but  we  seldom  take 
the  responsibility  to  protect  those 
benefits  and  freedoms. 

Another  weakness  of  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  is  our  tendency  to  spend  our  free 
time  with  family  and  friends.  We  seldom 
take  part  in  charity  organizations  or 
volunteer  efforts,  unless  it  directly  af¬ 
fects  our  interests.  Unlike  the  Jews,  the 
Irish  and  the  Italians,  Asian  Americans 
are  "quiet  people.”  We  are  not,  however, 
"team  players."  In  America,  networking 
and  team  playing  are  important  for  per¬ 
sonal  and  community  developments.  It 
would  be  more  beneficial  for  our  Asian- 
American  community  if  we  spent  more 
time  with  our  neighbors,  attended  meet¬ 
ings,  establish  fundraising,  and  do 
volunteer  work  The  more  we  care  for 
society,  the  more  our  needs  will  be 
recognized. 

For  folks  with  language  problems, 
communicating  with  people  who  speak 
the  same  language  and  come  from  the 
same  background  is  much  easier  than 
struggling  with  a  new  language  and  deal¬ 
ing  with  strangers.  However,  when  it’s 
time  to  look  for  jobs,  houses,  or  deal 
with  legal  matters,  English  skills  be¬ 
come  an  essential  weapon  to  protect  our 
rights  and  to  gain  others’  respect. 
Socializing  is  a  great  way  to  improve  our 
language  skills.  This  method  of  learning 
can  also  help  us  understand  American 
culture,  history,  and  political  process 
without  going  to  a  library  or  obtaining  a 
formal  education.  The  more  we  learn 
about  America,  the  easier  it  will  be  for 
us  to  survive.  After  all,  this  is  our 
country  too.  If  we  do  not  accept  the 
responsibility  of  citizenship  and  are  un¬ 
willing  to  learn  about  the  United  States 
and  its  people,  then  we  should  go  back 
to  where  we  feel  most  comfortable  and 
live  there  with  dignity. 

In  terms  of  learning,  many  Asian 
Americans  have  made  headway  in  the 
past  two  decades.  Many  have  received 
higher  education  in  the  United  States. 
It’s  something  we  all  should  be  proud  of, 
especially  the  Vietnamese.  Within  two 
decades,  thousands  of  Vietnamese 
refugees  have  moved  from  homeless 
status  to  the  alumni  lists  of  major  col¬ 
leges  and  universities,  including  Har¬ 
vard,  MIT,  Stanford  and  West  Point 
However,  such  success  would  not  be 
possible  without  the  generosity  of  the 
American  taxpayers  and  their  great 
Constitution. 

The  question  here  is,  what  should  we 
do  to  repay  this  society?  When  can  we 
proudly  stand  in  the  giving  line  instead 
of  on  the  receiving  end?  It  is  nice  to  see 
Asian  Americans  drive  expensive 
automobiles,  live  in  nice  houses,  and 
take  trips  to  their  homeland  to  look  for 
investment  opportunities.  It  would  be 
nicer  if  the  same  number  of  Asian 


Americans  became  scholarship  donors 
or  volunteer  tutors.  I  have  met  some  of 
those  social  heroes  on  various  oc¬ 
casions,  but  I  would  like  to  see  more. 

It  would  be  nice  if  our  senior  citizen*, 
were  capable  of  speaking,  reading  and 
writing  English  so  that  they  could  help 
elderly  people  in  nursing  homes,  ter¬ 
minally  ill  patients  in  hospitals,  and 
handicapped  children  in  their  com¬ 
munity.  If  our  elders  have  a  hard  time 
learning  English,  perhaps  it’s  because 
our  younger  generation  is  too  busy  ad¬ 
vancing  themselves  to  help  them  out. 
We  don’t  have  time  to  look  back  and 
encourage  them  to  take  advantage  of 
local  English  as  a  second  language 
(ESL)  training  programs.  The  morr. 
mastery  they  have  of  the  language,  the 
more  valuable  they  will  become  in  the 
family  and  community. 

Education  can  never  harm  anyone. 
We  should  encourage  people  of  all  ages 
to  take  advantage  of  the  educational 
programs  available  in  our  community. 
In  fact,  many  programs  are  free.  In  my 
opinion,  education  is  the  only  property 
that  can  be  distributed  to  a  large  number 
of  people  without  juggling  balance 
sheets  or  worrying  about  bottom-line 
profits.  You  can  give  as  much  as  you 
want  and  never  run  out  of  educational 
resources.  On  the  contrary,  the  more 
you  give,  the  more  you  receive.  This  is 
the  only  kind  of  property  that  no  one  can 
take  away  from  you  -  not  even  Uncle 
Sam. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  magic 
of  education  has  its  limits.  Education 
without  character  development  is  a 
waste  of  time.  Parents  and  teachers 
should  encourage  their  children  to  focus 
on  human  relations  and  character 
development  instead  of  solely  on  jobs 
and  money-making.  Despite  its  many 
successes  in  the  last  few  years,  the  Asian 
community  has  developed  its  share  of 
social  ills.  Many  Asian  youths  have 
learned  to  love  money  and  material  pos¬ 
sessions  more  than  their  pride  and  dig¬ 
nity.  They  want  fast  money  and  strive  for 
recognition  among  their  peers  in  the 
worst  ways.  The  number  of  high  school 
dropouts  has  been  increasing  in  big 
cities  and  Asian  youth  gangs  have  be¬ 
come  noticeable.  A  small  worm  caq^ 
spoil  a  pot  of  good  soup. 

Can  we  help  to  curb  this  trend?  In  my 
next  article,  I  will  discuss  this  issue  fur¬ 
ther.  I  would  like  to  invite  readers  to 
contribute  their  valuable  ideas  so  that 
we  can  help  our  community  more  effec¬ 
tively.  In  the  meantime,  I  wish  our  Sam¬ 
pan  readers  a  Happy  and  Healthy  New 
Year.

The  senior  teacher  and  students  in  Long  Wan  school 

School  Days  in  Long  Wan  Village

It’s  the  first  building  you  see  when 
you  enter  Long  Wan  Village.  It’s  a 
simple  brick  structure  with  a  dirt  floor 
and  rows  of  aged  wooden  desks.  Inside 
the  village  school,  it  is  dark  and  a  little 
gloomy,  though  enough  light  passes 


through  the  windows  and  door  to  allow 
students  to  read  their  books. 

Standing  before  a  classroom  filled 
with  attentive  students,  the  elementary 
school’s  senior  teacher  uses  a  rod  to 
point  out  words  and  characters  he  has 
written  on  the  blackboard.  He  oc¬ 


casionally  smiles,  revealing  a  full  set  of 
gold  teeth. 

Today  he  is  teaching  the  children  pin 
yin,  the  romanized  form  of  Chinese  used 
to  teach  children  Mandarin,  China’s  na¬ 
tional  language.  In  Long  Wan,  a  village 
of  more  than  900  near  Zhanjiang  in 


China’s  Guangdong  Province,  people 
speak  two  Chinese  dialects  -  Cantonese 
and  Lei  Zhou  Hua. 

For  two  years,  the  children  will  study 
Mandarin  and  other  subjects  in  this  two- 
room  school  building,  then  continue 
their  studies  in  a  larger  primary  school 
in  a  nearby  village. 

The  level  of  education  in  Long  Wan 
Village  is  low.  Most  of  the  older  people 
have  little  or  no  education  and  can 
neither  read  nor  write.  Some  have  com¬ 
pleted  a  few  years  of  primary  school, 
while  others  went  on  to  middle  school 
but  failed  to  finish. 

In  the  Chinese  educational  system, 
students  start  school  at  the  age  of  7  and 
attend  six  years  of  primary  school.  Mid¬ 
dle  school  also  lasts  six  years  and  is 
divided  fcvenly  between  junior  and 
senior  middle  school.  Only  students 
who  pass  examinations  can  attend 
senior  middle  school  and  college. 

One  older  village  woman  says  she 
never  attended  school  because  her 
father  died  when  she  was  very  young, 
forcing  her  to  work  to  help  out  her  fami¬ 
ly.  Although  not  as  widespread  as  it  was 
in  the  past,  students  continue  to  leave 
school  to  help  out  at  home.  One  girl  said 
she  was  forced  to  leave  middle  school 
after  her  family  was  fined  by  the  local 
officials  for  having  too  many  children. 

In  recent  years,  the  majority  of  young 
people  in  Long  Wan  village  have  at  least 
completed  junior  middle  school,  though 
a  few  manage  to  go  on  to  senior  middle 
school.  In  1991,  only  three  young  people 
in  the  village  were  attending  college: 
two  were  attending  a  two-year  teachers 
college  and  one  was  a  student  at  a  two- 
year  technical  school. 

Most  village  families  allow  their 
children  to  attend  school  for  as  long  as 
they  want  to  or  until  they  fail  to  pass  an 
examination,  explains  one  village 
woman.  Another  villager,  Chen  Feng, 
believes  that  education  has  little  value

of  many  parents  in  the  village  toward  education  and  moral  training  during  six 
education  has  been  changing,  says  the  one-hour  periods.  He  says  he  is  paid 
senior  teacher.  Many  have  become  more 
concerned  about  their  children’s  educa¬ 
tion,  believing  that  living  in  the  modern 
world  will  require  a  greater  knowledge 
of  science  and  technology.  Many 
parents,  he  says,  visit  him  now  to  discuss 
their  children’s  progress  at  school  as 
well  as  their  behavior  in  the  classroom. 

For  31  years,  the  senior  teacher  has- 
been  instructing  students  in  the 
countryside.  In  the  past,  he  says,  he  put 
much  effort  into  his  teaching.  But  in 
recent  years  he  has  lost  much  of  that 
early  enthusiasm  and  plans  to  retire  in 
two  years  to  become  a  full-time  farmer. 

Much  of  his  dissatisfaction  has  been 
caused  by  his  uneasy  relationship  with 
the  education  authorities.  Because  he 
has  never  attended  college,  they  have 
refused  to  make  him  a  "formal  teacher." 

As  a  result,  he  isn’t  eligible  to  receive 
teachers’  benefits  such  as  a  rice  al¬ 
lowance  and  a  pension  when  he  retires. 

He  feels  that  he  hasn’t  been  given  formal 
status  because  he  doesn’t  know  "the 
leaders."  Although  he  seems  embittered 
by  the  experience,  he  says  he  still  enjoys 
entering  the  classroom  and  teaching  the 
children. 

The  same  bitterness  that  is  slowly 
driving  the  senior  teacher  from  the 
classroom  is  also  apparent  in  the 
school’s  junior  teacher,  a  25-year  old 
man  who  grew  up  in  the  village.  Like  the 
senior  teacher,  he  prefers  not  to  divulge 
his  name,  fearing  that  his  comments 
might  eventually  get  back  to  the 
authorities. 

It’s  lunch  time  and  he  sits  smoking  a 
long  bamboo  water  pipe  in  his  home,  a 
short  distance  from  the  village  school. 

Like  his  senior  partner,  he  is  not  a  col- 


about  120  yuan  a  month  for  his  work. 

Although  people  often  complain 
about  the  quality  of  education  in  the 
countryside,  he  says,  little  is  generally 
done  to  improve  it,  at  least  at  the 
primary-school  level.  Like  everything 
else  in  China,  changes  in  education  al¬ 
ways  depend  on  the  leaders.  The 
opinions  of  lower-level  people  like  him¬ 
self,  who  work  in  the  schools  on  a  daily 
basis,  are  not  solicited,  he  says.  Reforms 
are  instituted  but  they  seldom  result  in 
actual  changes  at  the  school. 

The  junior  teacher  believes  that 
many  changes  are  needed  to  improve  the 
quality  of  China’s  rural  schools.  First  of 
all,  he  says,  teachers’  salaries  should  be 
higher  and  the  school  equipment  should 
be  upgraded.  His  ability  to  teach  stu¬ 
dents  could  be  improved  if  had  access  to 
a  tape  recorder,  a  slide  projector,  per¬ 
haps  even  films. 

He  says  he  was  invited  to  become  a 
.  primary  school  teacher  about  five  years 
ago,  shortly  after  he  finished  middle 
school.  He  first  taught  at  a  larger 
primary  school  in  a  nearby  village,  then 


was  transferred  to  the  Long  Wan  school. 
After  he  graduated  from  middle  school 
he  was  eager  to  become  a  teacher,  but 
now  he’s  not  so  sure  about  his  choice. 
Like  many  young  teachers  -  including 
those  who  have  graduated  from  teachers 
colleges  -  he’s  worried  that  teaching 
won’t  offer  him  a  bright  future. 

"The  future  is  unpredictable,"  he  says. 
For  one  thing,  he  has  already  ex¬ 
perienced  a  one-year  layoff  after  the 
government  cut  back  on  teachers  in  the 
countryside.  And  like  the  senior 
teacher,  he  has  only  informal  status 
and  receives  no  benefits.  Although  he 
was  born  in  the  village  and  continues  to 
work  part-time  there  as  a  farmer,  he 
doesn’t  look  forward  to  a  lifetime  spent 
in  Long  Wan.  He  would  much  prefer  to 
live  in  a  town  or  a  city.  If  it  were  possible, 
he  would  like  to  continue  his  education. 
But,  he  adds,  he  doesn’t  think  he  will 
ever  have  such  a  chance.

CHINATOWN 
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Quality-of-Life 

Issues  Remain 

Community  Concern 

Chinatown  resident  Neil  Chin  this 
month  urged  the  Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  to  ask  judges  to  increase 
fines  for  prostitutes  who  are  repeatedly 
arrested  for  soliciting  on  neighborhood 
streets.  Chin  said  that  taking  such  action 
was  one  way  to  reduce  prostitution  in 
Chinatown 

Chin  said  it  was  his  understanding 
that  prostitutes  arrested  for  soliciting 
on  the  street  are  generally  fined  only 
$50,  despite  the  fact  that  they  could  be 
fined  up  to  $500.  He  said  he  was  looking 
for  a  way  to  "discourage  them  from  being 
so  flagrant." 

Davis  Woo  noted  that  the  same  mat¬ 
ter  had  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
Suffolk  County  District  Attorney  Ralph 
Martin,  who  said  he  would  try  to  bring 
the  issue  to  the  attention  of  the  courts. 
Martin,  however,  was  said  to  have  cau¬ 
tioned  that  persuading  judges  to  take 
such  unified  action  on  the  matter  would 
be  difficult. 

"I  think  I  want  to  hear  from  the  judges 
themselves,"  said  Chin,  who  added, 
"Let’s  just  get  the  satisfaction  of  them 
saying  yes  or  no." 

"We  assume  they’re  not  going  to  do  it 
so  we  don’t  try,"  he  said.  "Why  are  we 
foot-dragging  on  this  issue?" 

Legislation  imposing  more  severe 
penalties.  for  prostitution  would  be 
another  route  to  take  in  the 
community’s  effort  to  control  the  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  neighborhood.  It  was  pointed 
out,  however,  that  State  Representative 
Sal  DiMasi  had  filed  such  legislation  but 
had  failed  to  garner  enough  support  for 
it. 

Beverly  Wing,  the  coordinator  of  the 
Chinatown  Coalition  of  Healthy  Bos¬ 
ton,  emphasized  that  the  community 
should  make  clear  to  the  chief  justice 
that  they  want  more  severe  penalties  for 
prostitution  because  "the  quality  of  life 
for  all  the  residents  has  been  adversely 
affected"  by  it 

Chin  suggested  that  Chinatown  join 
forces  with  other  community  groups  and 
that  together  they  could  bring  the  issue 
to  the  attention  of  the  courts.  "We  can 
make  this  not  just  a  Chinatown  issue, 
but  a  Boston  issue,"  he  said. 

The  same  issue,  along  with  other 
community  concerns,  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  Mayor  Thomas  Menino 
and  City  Council  President  James  Kelly 
in  a  public  meeting  at  the  Chinese  Mer¬ 
chants  Association  last  week. 

Both  the  Mayor  and  Kelly  responded 
to  questions  from  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  "I  know  there’s  still  a  lot  of 
frustration  out  there,"  said  Kelly,  adding 
that  he  has  heard  members  of  the 
Chinatown  community  complaining 
that  "there  isn’t  enough  police  visibility 
in  the  neighborhood." 

Mayor  Menino  said  that  ongoing 
classes  for  new  police  recruits  will  sub¬ 
stantially  increase  the  number  of  police 
officers  on  the  streets  of  the  city  and  in 
neighborhoods  such  as  Chinatown.  He 
told  the  meeting  that  he  estimates  that 
some  360  new  police  officers  will  be 
added  to  the  force  over  a  three-year

Court  Rules  CCBA 
Can  Evict  AACA 


AACA  Will  Appeal 

A  Superior  Court  jury  ruled  last 
month  that  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  (CCBA)  can 
evict  the  Asian  American  Civic  Associa¬ 
tion  (AACA)  from  the  Old  Quincy 
School  building  at  90  Tyler  Street. 

AACA  however,  has  vowed  to  ap¬ 
peal  the  decision,  believing  that  the  jury 
was  not  allowed  to  learn  the  full  facts  of 
the  case.  The  decision  also  requires 
AACA  to  pay  CCBA  $47,000  allegedly 
owed  in  back  payments. 

Last  month’s  trial  is  part  of  a  long- 
running  dispute  between  two  major 
Chinatown  community  organizations. . 

The  conflict  began  in  the  mid-1980s  and 
has  pitted  the  AACA  the  community’s 
largest  provider  of  housing,  employ¬ 
ment,  immigration,  and  educational  ser¬ 
vices  to  the  Boston-area  Asian 
immigrant  community,  against  the 
CCBA,  the  community’s  most 
prominent  merchants  association. 

The  recent  court  battle  began  in  1992 
when  the  CCBA  under  then-president 
Paul  Wong,  began  court  proceedings  to 
evict  AACA  from  90  Tyler  Street,  a  . 
building  owned  by  CCBA  where  it  alsQrJkr'- 
has  its  office.  CCBA  never  told  AACA 
why  the  organization  was  being  evicted, 
though  it  appears  that  a  dispute  over 
money  and  the  terms  of  an  occupancy 
agreement  had  played  a  role  in  the 
decision. 

Following  the  CCBA  action,  AACA 
filed  a  lawsuit  in  Superior  Court  in  Nov. 

1992  which,  among  other  things, 
charged  that  evicting  AACA  from  the 
building  was  "in  clear  violation  of  a 
central  condition  of  its  (CCB  A’s)  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  City  of  Boston  and  of  its* 
title  to  the  building."  AACA  also 
charged  that  CCBA  had  been  over¬ 
charging  the  organization. 

The  cases  were  eventually  con¬ 
solidated  and  a  lower  court  handed 
down  a  "Summary  Judgement"  in  1993 
concluding  that  AACA  had  no  clear 
legal  right  to  occupy  the  Old  Quincy 
School.  It  concluded  that  sufficient 
evidence  wasn’t  available  to  determine 
the  city’s  position  on  ACCA’s  long-term 
status  in  the  building  at  the  time  the^ 
building  was  sold. 

Because  of  the  Summary  Judgement, 
certain  evidence  regarding  AACA’s  al¬ 
leged  right  to  occupy  the  building  was 
not  allowed  to  be  brought  before  the 
court  last  month.  And  since  AACA’s 
occupancy  agreement  had  expired  in 
1987,  the  court  determined  that  AACA 
was  a  tenant  at  will  and  could  be  evicted 
by  a  landlord  for  any  reason  with  30  days 
notice.  Although  the  court  considered 
the  agreement  between  AACA  and 
CCBA  to  be  a  commercial  lease,  AACA 
takes  issue  with  that  terminology,*3 
preferring  to  call  it  an  occupancy  agree¬ 
ment. 

In  appealing  the  case,  however, 

AACA  hopes  to  bring  out  additional 
evidence  showing  that  it  was  the  City  of 
Boston’s  intent  that  it  should  per¬ 
manently  occupy  the  building  when  the 
City  sold  it  to  CCBA  for  $1  in  1983.

New  Housing  for  Chinatown 


Their  new  two-bedroom  apartment 
in  the  recently  opened  Oak  Terrace 
housing  complex  is  bright  and  roomy. 
For  Xian  Wen  He  and  his  wife  Mai 
Fang,  it’s  a  major  improvement  over 
their  last  apartment  at  the  Old  Colony 
housing  project  in  South  Boston.  A  res¬ 
taurant  worker  who  came  to  Boston 
from  Guangdong,  China  about  six  years 
ago,  Xian  Wen  He  says  he  is  impressed 
by  his  apartment’s  spacious  rooms,  wall- 
to-wall  carpeting,  and  the  simple  fact 
that  everything  in  it  is  new. 

So  far  about  32  families  have  moved 
into  the  new  88-unit  affordable  housing 
complex  on  Washington  Street  Only  15 
market-rate  units  have  yet  to  be  rented. 
Tenants  will  continue  to  move  into  the 
new  building  as  individual  apartments 
are  completed. 

The  ropghly  $13.5  million  Oak  Ter¬ 
race  project  was  originally  proposed  by 
the  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  in  1988  to  address  a 
shortage  of  affordable  housing  in  the 
Asian  community.  It  was  financed  in 


part  with  a  $5-million-plus  mortgage 
from  the  Massachusetts  Housing 
Finance  Agency  in  partnership  with  the 
AFL-CIO  Housing  Investment  Trust,  as 
well  as  low-income  tax  credits,  and 
linkage  funds  from  the  City’s  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Housing  Trust. 

Of  the  30  low- income  subsidized 
units  (for  which  tenants  must  pay  30 
percent  of  the  family’s  monthly  income 
ip  rent),  20  have  been  rented  to  Asians. 
And  of  the  30  subsidized  moderate-in- 
come  units,  28  have  been  rented  to 
Asians.  Six  of  the  28  market-rate  units 
(13  have  been  rented  so  far)  will  have 
Asian  tenants,  according  to  Oak  Terrace 
site  manager  Sue  May  Tam.  The  market 
rates  are  $750  per  month  for  a  one- 
bedroom,  $975  for  a  two-bedroom, 
$1,175  for  a  three-bedroom,  and  $1,375 
for  a  four  bedroom. 

The  first  tenants  began  moving  into 
the  complex  on  Dec.  18,  an  occasion  that 
was  marked  by  a  lion  dance  and  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  Mayor  Thomas  Menino  and

Asians  Not  Represented  on  School 


Mayor  Thomas  Menino  has  reap¬ 
pointed  two  members  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee  to  new  terms  and 
appointed  a  third  applicant  to  complete 
the  term  of  Paul  Parks,  who  resigned 
from  the  school  board  at  the  end  of  last 
year. 

Only  two  Asians  applied  for  a  posi¬ 
tion  on  the  seven-man  board,  which  for 
the  last  year  has  been  without  a  repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  Asian  community. 
The  sparsity  of  Asian  applicants  appears 
to  be  contributing  to  the  absence  of 
Asians  on  the  Committee. 

Reappointed  to  four-year  terms  on 
the  board  were  William  Spring  and 
Alfreda  Harris.  Appointed  to  complete 
the  one  year  remaining  in  Parks’s  term 
was  Edwin  Melendez. 

Although  two  Asians  say  they  applied 
for  a  position  on  the  School  Committee, 
Victoria  Williams,  chairwoman  of  the 
13-member  School  Committee 


Housing 
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Marisa  Lago,  the  chief  economic 
development  officer  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 

Ellen  Cataldo,  of  The  Community 
Builders,  Inc.,  the  agency  that  will 
manage  the  building  and  that  organized 
the  tenant  selection  process,  said  that 
commercial  space  in  the  building  has 
been  rented  out  to  an  eye  doctor,  a  den¬ 
tist,  and  an  herbalist.  ACDC  has  also 
moved  its  office  to  a  space  in  the  build¬ 
ing. 

Cataldo  also  noted  that  about  30 
tenants  have  expressed  interest  in  rent¬ 
ing  one  of  the  44  parking  spaces  avail¬ 
able  to  Oak  Terrace  residents  on  nearby 
Parcel  C.  Residents  must  pay  $40  per 
month  for  a  space.  She  said  she  expects 
all  of  the  spaces  to  be  rented  as  more 
tenants  purchase  cars  now  that  they  live 
in  a  building  that  offers  parking.

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period.  "You’ll  see  a  different  police 
department  out  there  in  the  next  several 
years,"  he  said. 

Complaints  were  also  made  about 
people  stealing  mail  from  boxes  on 
Beach  Street  as  well  as  the  continuing 
problem  of  vagrants  loitering  in  front  of 
Chinatown  businesses  and  drinking  in 
Gateway  Park  on  Hudson  Street. 

Kelly  noted  that  the  kind  of  problems 
raffecting  the  park  and  the  streets  are 
present  in  many  city  neighborhoods. 
"We’ve  got  to  do  something  once  and  for 
all,"  he  said,  adding  that  "it’s  not  a  prob¬ 
lem  that’s  easily  solved." 

David  Moy,  the  executive  director  of 
the  Quincy  School  Community  Council, 
urged  the  City  to  look  into  renovating 
Gateway  Park  to  make  it  more  available 
to  the  Chinatown  community.  He  said 
that  the  newly  renovated  Elliot  Norton 
Park  was  an  example  of  what  could  be 
done  to  improve  a  community  park. 

►  "It  (Gateway  Park)  is  clearly  in  the 
hands  of  the  homeless  people,"  he  said. 
The  Mayor  said  he  would  look  into 
Moy’s  proposal  for  the  Park. 

The  Mayor  also  urged  Chinatown 
restaurant  owners  to  keep  grease  off  the 
streets  and  away  from  street  drains.  "We 
can’t  throw  the  grease  down  the  sewer  or 
on  the  sidewalk,"  he  said.  "Some  of  the 
new  sidewalks  are  already  filled  with 
grease."

AACA  also  contends  that  the  building 
would  not  have  been  given  to  CCBA  if 
AACA  hadn’t  been  included  in  the  ini¬ 
tial  project  "proposal."  "This  building 
exists  partly  because  of  us,"  said  AACA 
executive  director  Chau-Ming  Lee. 

When  the  City  of  Boston  sold  the 
building,  the  deed  stated  that  CCBA 
"agrees  to  devote  the  property  to  the 
uses  specified  in  its  proposal."  That 
proposal,  which  was  outlined  in  a 
February,  1983  letter  from  then-CCBA 
President  Bill  Chin  to  Donald  Manson 
of  the  City’s  Department  of  Public 
Facilities,  states:  "The  Old  Quincy 
School  will  be  renovated  and  converted 
to  a  multi-purpose  Chinese  Community 
Center  that  will  provide  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  the  Association  itself  and  a 
variety  of  social  service,  employment 
training  and  cultural  programs  and  ac¬ 
tivities." 

The  proposal  further  states  that  "The 
Chinese  American  Civic  Association 
(now  called  the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association)  will  occupy  the  front  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  first  floor  of  the  building"  and 
that  the  Civic  Association  will  also  use 
classrooms  in  the  building  for  its  Adult 
Education  Program.  The  proposal  also 
outlines  the  cost  of  occupancy  for  the 
various  organizations  planning  to  use 
the  building. 

Although  AACA  preferred  a  long¬ 
term  agreement  when  it  moved  into  90 
Tyler  Street  in  1984,  Lee  said  CCBA 
only  offered  them  a  three-year  initial 
agreement.  He  said  one  CCBA  official 
told  him  that  he  shouldn’t  be  concerned 
about  the  shortness  of  the  agreement 
because  CCBA  would  ensure  they  could 
remain  in  the  building  for  a  long  time. 

Both  before  and  after  the  document 
was  signed  with  CCBA,  Lee  said  his  or¬ 
ganization  questioned  the  appropriate¬ 
ness  of  monthly  payments  his 
organization  had  to  make  on  so-called 
loans  from  the  Oxford  Realty  Trust,  a 
CCBA  subsidiary,  and  the  Kwong  Kow 
School,  both  of  which  were  used  to 
finance  the  renovation  of  90  Tyler 
Street. 

Part  of  the  conflict  is  centered  on 
money.  In  AACA’s  first  year  in  the 
building  it  fell  behind  in  its  payments 
and  ended  up  owing  CCBA  about 
$10,000.  In  1986,  however,  it  agreed  to 
pay  $3,500  a  month  to  pay  off  the  debt, 
beliving  that  it  was  a  resonable  sum  to 
pay  for  occupying  the  buildings  and 
repaying  its  arrearage. 

When  its  occupancy  agreement  ex¬ 
pired  in  1987,  AACA  asked  CCBA  to 
negotiate  a  new  long-term  lease,  said 
Lee.  CCBA,  however,  would  not  agree 


University  Law  School,  said,  "I  have 
young  children  in  the  school  system  and 
I  am  very  active  in  their  education." 

Luke  said  he  wants  his  children  "to 
learn  to  like  school  at  an  early  age." 
Serving  on  the  School  Committee,  he 
said,  would  have  placed  him  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  influence  school  policies  and 
work  towards  improving  the  quality  of 
the  system. 

"I  do  believe  that  because  it  is  a 
mayoral  appointment,  the  mayor  is  free 
to  appoint  the  person  who  is  most 
qualified  to  do  the  job,"  said  Luke,  a 
resident  of  Brighton. 

Although  he  feels  he  is  qualified  to 
serve  on  the  Committee,  he  also  noted 
that  the  Mayor  chose  to  reappoint 
Spring,  who  already  has  substantial 
board  experience.  "There’s  no  substitute 
for  experience,"  he  said.  "I  can’t  fault 
him  (the  Mayor)  on  that." 

Luke  said  he  did  not  want  to  be  ap- 

to  a  long-term  lease  until  the  alleged 
debt  had  been  paid  off.  AACA,  however, 
took  issue  with  the  CCBA  figure,  believ¬ 
ing  that  the  non-profit  organization  was 
being  overcharged. 

Lee  said  AACA  offered  to  settle  the 
dispute  in  1990  by  offering  CCBA 
$20,000,  but  that  proposal  was  rejected 
by  CCBA 

He  pointed  out  that  the  action  to 
evict  AACA  came  during  the  tenure  of 
CCBA  President  Paul  Wong.  According 
to  Lee,  AACA  had  supported  the  CCBA 
faction  that  had  supported  Wong’s  op¬ 
ponent  in  the  CCBA  election.  When 
Wong  won  the  election,  he  moved  to 
evict  AACA  from  the  building.  From 
that  point  on,  said  Lee,  it  became  an 
issue  of  "face"  and  was  no  longer  "so 
much  about  money." 

Lee  this  month  told  the  AACA  staff 
that  he  didn’t  believe  CCBA  would  evict 
the  organization  before  it  could  find 
I  another  space.  In  the  meantime,  he  said, 
AACA  would  consider  other  options, 
such  as  buying  its  own  building  or  rent¬ 
ing  space  elsewhere. 

William  Moy,  CCBA’s  English 
Secretary,  declined  to  say  whether 
CCBA  will  evict  AACA  "It  would  be¬ 
hoove  AACA..to  sit  down  with  Paul 
[CCBA  auditor  Paul  Chan]  and  discuss 
the  matter,"  he  said,  adding  that  "this 
administration  is  willing  to  sit  down. 
We’re  willing  to  talk." 

Moy  said  the  conflict  wasn’t  neces¬ 
sarily  over  money,  since  AACA  "paid 
most  of  the  time."  Moy  declined  to  be 
specific  about  what  lay  at  the  heart  of  the 
disagreement.  He  emphasized,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  eviction  action  was  the 
work  of  former-President  Paul  Wong 
and  that  previous  CCBA  presidents 
never  intended  to  take  such  action 
against  AACA  "This  administration  is 
trying  to  do  what’s  fair  for  everybody," 
he  said. 

Although  current  president  Reggie 
Wong  said  he  would  try  to  settle  the 
matter  once  he  became  President,  he 
had  been  pressured  by  some  CCBA 
board  members  to  follow  through  with 
the  legal  action  if  AACA  refused  to  pay 
back  at  least  some  of  its  alleged  debt. 

To  avoid  going  to  trial,  the  two  or¬ 
ganizations  had  tried  to  work  out  a  set¬ 
tlement  in  a  court-mandated  mediation. 
Both  sides  blame  the  other  for  the 
failure  of  the  talks.  "Our  proposal  was 
for  them  to  recognize  the  debt"  and  pay 
$20,000  of  an  alleged  $96,000,  said  Moy. 

Moy  said  CCBA  was  willing  to  give 
AACA  a  five-year  lease,  but  AACA 
wanted  a  20-year  lease.  AACA  officials 
say  AACA  offered  to  pay  a  larger  share 
of  the  operating  costs,  raise  funds  for 
capital  improvements,  and  make  a  pay¬ 
ment  to  CCBA 

It  remains  unclear  why  CCBA 
repeatedly  declined  to  give  AACA  -  a 
non-profit  organization  -  a  long-term 
lease.  When  the  CCBA  -  during  the

pointed  simply  because  he  was  a 
minority  and  that  he  hadn’t  applied  be¬ 
cause  he  wanted  to  be  the  voice  of  the 
Asian  community.  At  the  same  time,  he 
added  that  there  needs  to  be  "input  from 
as  many  perspectives  as  possible"  on  the 
Committee. 

Not  having  an  Asian  on  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  he  said,  should  be  an  issue  of  con¬ 
cern  to  the  city’s  Asian  community. 
"There  is  no  real  voice  for  the  Asian 
community  in  the  school  system,"  he 
said,  adding  that  going  through  the  ap¬ 
plication  process  and  an  interview  with 
the  Mayor  made  him  realize  that  no  such 
voice  existed  and  that  one  was  perhaps 
necessary. 

More  Asians,  he  said,  should  apply 
for  the  position  in  the  future.  There  are 
many  qualified  "Asian  professionals" 
whose  input  and  impact  on  issues  would 
be  valuable,  he  said. 
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tenure  of  CCBA  President  Paul  Wong  - 
leased  the  SCM  building  at  50  Herald  St. 
to  the  88  Supermarket  -  a  for-profit 
business  -  it  gave  the  owners  a  10-year 
lease  with  a  10-year  option.  Like  the  Old 
Quincy  School,  that  building  was  also 
given  to  the  CCBA  for  a  "community" 
purpose  -  to  create  new  community 
housing.  However,  an  audit  undertaken 
by  the  current  CCBA  administration 
determined  that  more  than  $300,000  in 
rental  income  and  interest  from  the 
building  had  been  spent  to  cover  CCBA 
expenses  and  that  no  money  had  been 
used  directly  to  create  "new"  community 
housing. 

If  CCBA  evicts  AACA  from  90  Tyiei 
St.,  it  remains  unclear  what  the  or¬ 
ganization  would  do  with  the  building  or 
if  it  would  replace  AACA  with  other 
social  services,  or  even  rent  it  to  a  for- 
profit  organization.  CCBA’s  original 
proposal  to  the  City  stipulated  that  the 
Old  Quincy  School  should  be  used  in 
part  for  community  social  service. 

During  former  President  Paul 
Wong’s  tenure,  CCBA  set  up  an  office 
for  what  is  called  the  National  Chinese 
Welfare  Council.  The  nature  of  that  or¬ 
ganization  -  which  from  its  name  ap¬ 
pears  to  provide  social  services  to  the 
Chinese  community  -  remains  unclear. 
It  has  an  office  at  90  Tyler  St.,  but  the 
room  turns  out  to  be  a  broom  closet.

Drug  Dealing  on  Chinatown  Streets

Parking  Issues  Discussed 


The  Chinatown  Safety  Committee 
has  asked  the  city  to  continue  to  set 
aside  metered  parking  spaces  on 
Washington  Street  between  Harvard 
r  Street  and  Oak  Street  as  residential 
spaces  from  6  P.M.  to  8  P.M.  The  current 
schedule,  which  went  into  effect  last 
year,  was  initiated  to  provide  resident 
parking  spaces  to  replace  those  lost 
through  construction  of  the  New 
England  Medical  Center’s  expansion 
project  and  the  Oak  Terrace  housing 
complex  on  Washington  Street. 


Neil  Chin  informed  the  Committee 
that  the  hospital  had  expressed  interest 
in  removing  the  overnight  resident 
parking  status  so  that  its  employees 
could  use  them  at  night. 

The  Safety  Committee  had  recently 
asked  the  City  to  lift  the  resident  park¬ 
ing  status  of  the  spaces,  but  the  City  has 
yet  to  take  action  on  the  request.  The 
Committee  this  month  decided  to 
withdraw  that  request  and  instead  ask 
the  City  to  preserve  overnight  resident 
parking. 


Chin  said  the  primary  reason  for 
keeping  the  resident  spaces  is  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  new  88-unit  Oak  Terrace 
housing  complex.  Although  the  housing 
complex  will  have  44  spaces  on  an  ad¬ 
jacent  parking  lot  (Parcel  C)  available  to 
residents  for  $40  per  month,  Chin  said  it 
may  be  wise  to  see  if  residents  will  need 
additional  spaces  on  the  street. 

Oak  Street  resident  Mary  Mahanna 


expressed  concern  that  the  opening  of 
Oak  Terrace  will  make  it  more  difficult 
for  residents  to  find  parking  spaces. 
Mahanna  also  asked  that  metered 
spaces  on  Marginal  Road  also  be 
changed  to  resident  parking.  That 
proposal,  however,  was  opposed  by 
Mary  Soo  Hoo,  the  owner  of  the 
Chinatown  Cafe  who  said  patrons  of  her 
restaurant  use  those  spaces.

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Parcel  C  Questions  Go  Unanswered 


After  nearly  two  months  of' 
stonewalling.  City  Hall 
released  a  copy  of  the  Parcel  C 
agreement  announced  by 
Mayor  Menino  last  October  to 
the  Coalition  to  Protect  Parcel 
C.  The  Coalition,  which  was 
told  by  Menino  advisor  Nancy 
Lo  on  Oct.  25  that  nothing  had 
been  signed,  had  requested  to 
be  included  in  any  agreement 
on  the  future  of  Parcel  C.  Lo 
had  told  Coalition  repre¬ 
sentatives  that  she  would  speak 
to  the  Mayor  and  get  back  to 
them. 

Coalition  attorneys  filed  a 
Freedom  of  Information  Act  re¬ 
quest  on  Nov.  1  after  Lo  failed 
to  respond  to  daily  telephone 
calls  and  two  letters.  Letters 
were  also  written  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  BRA  When  these  were 
all  ignored,  the  Coalition  again 
contacted  the  City  Attorney. 
Reporters  from  the  Boston 


Globe  also  began  investigating 
the  existence  of  a  Parcel  C 
agreement.  Only  then  was  the 
agreement  finally  released  to 
the  Coalition  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  on  Dec.  13. 

The  agreement  is  dated  Oct. 
21  and  was  signed  by  Mayor 
Menino,  Reggie  Wong  of  the 
CCBA  the  New  England  Medi¬ 
cal  Center’s  Larry  Smith,  and 
Paul  McCann,  executive  assis¬ 
tant  to  the  Director  of  the  BRA 
Why  was  the  Parcel  C  agree¬ 
ment,  a  public  document  an¬ 
nounced  to  the  press  in 
October,  kept  from  the 
Chinatown  community  for 
nearly  two  months?  The 
Menino  administration  has 
recently  come  under  increased 
criticism  for  restricting  access 
to  only  an  inner  circle  of  com¬ 
munity  representatives  selected 
by  the  Mayor.  Restricting  ac¬ 


cess  to  public  information  only 
serves  to  perpetuate  this  im¬ 
pression. 

Major  points  of  the  agree¬ 
ment  are  as  follows: 

*  Parcel  C  will  be  developed 
in  keeping  with  the  Chinatown 
Community  Plan  and  zoning, 
which  calls  for  residential  use. 
Institutional  use  will  be 
prohibited. 

*The  BRA  will  advertise  a 
Request  for  Proposal  for 
residential  development  on 
Parcel  C  within  60  days  (of  Oct. 
21, 1994). 

*CCBA  will  assist  in  the 
development  and  have  veto 
rights  over  any  Parcel  C 
development. 

*NEMC  will  provide  a  grant 
of  $20,000  for  predevelopment 
work  to  the  (CCBA-appointed) 
Chinese  Community  Land 
Trust,  and  will  provide  a  com- 
j  munity  benefit  of  $750,000  after 


I  it  obtains  approval  for  an  alter¬ 
nate  garage  on  Tremont  Street. 

*The  developer  of  Parcel  C 
will  have  a  five-year  develop¬ 
ment  deadline.  If  the  project 
has  not  moved  forward  in  that 
time,  the  designation  will  be 
rescinded. 

*NEMC  will  continue  to  use 
Parcel  C  as  a  parking  facility 
until  its  alternate  garage  is  built 
and  Parcel  C  is  developed.  The 
55  spaces  for  Oak  Terrace  and 
the  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council’s  future 
housing  development  will  be 
relocated  to  the  Tremont  Street 
garage. 

Now  that  the  agreement  has 
been  released,  we  can  see  that 
many  questions  remain  un¬ 
answered.  Will  a  community 
entity  hold  the  deed  to  Parcel  C, 
or  will  it  only  be  granted  desig¬ 


nation  as  developer?  Will  in¬ 
stitutional  use  on  Parcel  C 
continue  to  be  prohibited  if  the 
community  developer  cannot 
meet  the  five-year  deadline  and 
its  designation  is  rescinded? 
Why  has  no  one  in  the  com¬ 
munity  seen  the  Request  for 
Proposals  to  develop  Parcel  C? 
Not  only  does  the  Chinese 
Community  Land  Trust  already 
have  a  $20,000  edge,  but  no 
other  community  groups  have 
seen  the  Request  for  Proposal. 
Why  is  there  no  mention  of  the 
community  center  which  was 
originally  slated  for  Parcel  C? 

Chinatown  won  a  major  vic¬ 
tory  when  NEMC  agreed  to 
move  the  parking  garage.  But 
we  cannot  rest  on  our  laurels 
until  the  future  of  Parcel  C  is 


secure.

Happy  New  Year 
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New  Films  From  Hong  Kong 


Both  the  Boston  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  and  the  Brattle 
Theatre  will  be  offering  new 
films  from  Hong  Kong  in  the 
coming  weeks.  As  you  would  ex¬ 
pect,  some  are  noteworthy, 
others  are  not. 

Among  the  former  is  "Green 
Snake,"  a  film  based  on  the 
traditional  Chinese  story  of  the 
"White  Snake."  Directed  by 
Tsui  Hark,  "Green  Snake"  is  a 
visually  attractive  film  that 
combines  ancient  traditions 
with  lighthearted  humor. 

Although  the  characters  in 
"Green  Snake"  are  more  like 
comic  book  figures  than  people, 
they  suit  the  fairy-tale  nature  of 
the  film.  Much  of  the  film’s 
strength  lies  in  the  imaginative 
story  it  tells  and  the  dreamlike 
world  it  conjures  up. 

For  hundreds  of  years,  Sou- 


Chow  Yun-Fat  in  "Treasure  Hunt 


Ching  (Joey  Wang)  and  Green 
(Maggie  Cheung)  have  been 
learning  how  to  transform 
themselves  into  human  beings. 
Because  they  come  from  the 
non-human  world,  they  are 
greatly  feared  by  humans,  who 


hunt  them  down  when  they 
sense  their  presence  in  an  area. 

Once  they  have  arrived  in  the 
human  world,  the  two  snakes  go 
about  transforming  themselves 
into  beautiful  women.  Sou- 
Ching  sets  out  to  seduce  a 
young  scholar,  while  Green  - 
less-practiced  in  the  art  of  dis¬ 
guise  and  jealous  of  her  sister’s 
romantic  success  -  tempts  a 
young  Buddhist  monk  named 
Fa-Hai,  the  sworn  enemy  of 
non-humans. 

In  the  spectacular  confronta¬ 
tion  between  the  snakes  and  the 
monk  that  ends  the  film,  the 
protagonists  are  driven  to  enlist 
all  the  magical  powers  at  their 
command  to  outwit  their  op¬ 
ponents. 

A  fantastic  film,  "Green 
Snake"  skillfully  blends  the  im¬ 
agery  of  ancient  Buddhism  with 
an  almost  futuristic  visual  style. 


Like  other  Tsui  Hark  films,  the 
visuals  drip  and  glow  with  color. 
At  the  same  time,  don’t  expect 
much  more  than  entertainment 
from  this  film. 

A  less  successful  film  is 
"Treasure  Hunter"  by 

Jeffrey  Lau.  It  uses  every 
fashionable  gimmick  to  try  to 
draw  in  the  audience,  from 
Shaolin  monks  to  "Gameboy" 
computer  games.  The  main 
character  is  Jeffrey  Chang 
(Chow  Yun-Fat),  a  Chinese- 
American  sent  to  China  by  the 
CIA  to  retrieve  a  woman  with 
unusual  powers.  She’s  being 
held  at  the  Shaolin  Temple  by  a 
bunch  of  gangsters  with  high 
government  connections. 

The  setting  of  most  of  the 
film  is  the  temple,  where 
Chang’s  modern  habits  are  con¬ 
trasted  with  the  monks’  ancient 
traditions.  Chang  ends  up  fall¬ 


ing  for  the  girl  and  trying  to  save 
her  from  a  host  of  unsavory 
characters.  As  you  would  ex¬ 
pect,  the  monks  have  the  chance 
to  demonstrate  their  kung  fu 
skills,  which  is  probably  the 
most  entertaining  part  of  this 
film. 

The  rest  of  it,  however,  is  a 
genuine  disaster.  It  tries  to  be 
funny  but  the  humor  is  em- 
barassingly  bad.  At  one  point, 
they  dress  up  the  monks  in 
baseball  uniforms  and  have 
Chang  teach  them  how  to  play 
the  game.  This  is,  as  they  say, 
straight  out  of  left  field.  The 
romantic  part  is  so  painful  to 
watch  that  it  becomes  laugh¬ 
able.

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A  Journey  Back  in  Time 


In  "Baba:  A  Return  to  China 
Upon  My  Father’s  Shoulders," 
author  Belle  Yang  tells  the 
story  of  her  father’s  coming  of 
age  in  Manchuria  during  the 
time  of  the  Japanese  invasion. 

Born  in  Taiwan  but  raised  in 
the  US,  Yang  is  both  a  writer 
and  an  artist.  Her  work  is  a  col¬ 
lection  of  vignettes  of  life  in  a 
Manchurian  town  during  a  tur¬ 
bulent  time  in  recent  Chinese 
history.  Although  politics  and 
war  enter  the  picture,  Yang’s 
stories  focus  largely  on  the  life 
of  the  town,  with  its  unusual 
characters,  traditional  rites,  su¬ 
perstitions  and  family  squab¬ 
bles. 

Yang’s  stories  are  told  with 
the  even  modulation  of  a  folk 
tale  and  would  be  appropriate 
for  children  as  well  as  adults. 
Her  language  is  pure  and 
smooth  flowing.  Accompanying 
the  text  are  Yang’s  colorful  and 
humorous  paintings,  which  at 
times  resemble  the  spirited  im¬ 
aginings  of  the  Russian-born 
painter  Marc  Chagall.  Done  in 
the  style  of  folk  art,  her  canvases

are  crowded  with  characters, 
animals,  moons  and  skies.  They 
have  a  tumultuous  energy  and 
are  closer  to  dream  than  reality. 

Her  stories  explore  the  day- 
to-day  lives  of  her  father’s  fami¬ 
ly,  a  wealthy  and  respected  one 
from  North  China.  Although 
the  stories  seem  for  the  most 
part  based  on  real  events,  the 
author’s  attraction  to  the  super¬ 
natural  and  the  more  exotic  folk 
customs  of  the  village  make 
them  seem  more  mythical  than 
real.

don’t  reach  deep  enough  into 
the  lives  and  inner  worlds  of  the 
characters  to  leave  a  long-last¬ 
ing  impression.  They  seem  to  be 
striving  for  an  emotional  im¬ 
pact,  but  in  most  cases  it  never 
comes.  Perhaps  it’s  difficult  to 
take  another  person’s  life  and 
inspire  it  with  some  deeper 
meaning.  Even  her  father  as  a 
character  seems  vaguely  formed 
and  never  really  manages  to 
spring  to  life. 

The  spirit  at  the  heart  of  the 
book,  however,  is  a  bright  one, 
and  the  work  does  have  its 
strengths.  The  stories  in  "Baba" 
do  manage  to  leave  the  reader 
with  a  feel  for  the  cold  and 
windy  spaces  of  Northern  China 
and  the  assortment  of  odd  char¬ 
acters  who  populate  the  town. 

Some  of  these  stories  rely  on 
the  supernatural  for  effect.  For 
example,  there’s  the  story  of 
Dong  Gar,  a  village  hero  noted 
for  his  fearlessness  in  fighting 
the  Red  Beard  marauders  who 
attack  the  town.  Although  he 
dies  of  a  bullet  wound,  his  ghost 
never  rests.  Because  the  local 
people  have  forgotten  to  pay 


respects  to  his  grave,  his  aveng¬ 
ing  spirit  is  thought  to  have 
caused  the  death  of  the  town 
carpenter  on  a  wintry  night. 

There  is  also  the  story  of 
Zhang  the  healer.  When  he  fails 
to  return  home  from  a  journey, 
the  family  patriarch  uses  magi¬ 
cal  arts  to  learn  of  his  fate. 
Using  a  Daoist  mediation  prac¬ 
tice  in  which  the  spirit  leaves 
the  body  from  the  crown  of  the 
head,  he  soon  lears  that  the 
healer  has  drowned  while  cross¬ 
ing  a  river. 

In  the  story  of  the  Living 
Buddha,  a  young  girl  becomes  a 
renowned  Buddhist  nun  who  is 
believed  to  possess  divine 
powers.  Her  fame  brings  her 
and  her  companion,  an  elderly 
nun,  great  wealth,  though  the 
young  nun’s  supernatural  gifts, 
unfortunately,  turn  out  to  be  a 
hoax. 

When  the  Japanese  oc¬ 
cupiers  learn  that  the  young 
nun  is  a  Living  Buddha,  they 
immediately  grow  skeptical.  If 


she  is  a  living  Buddha,  they 
argue,  she  won’t  need  to  eat  to 
survive.  To  find  out  if  she  has 
been  secretly  stealing  away  to 
find  food,  they  vigilantly  watch 
her  meditate  day  in  and  day  out. 
After  hours  of  meditation  and 
hunger,  the  Living  Buddha 
finally  tumbles  to  the  floor,  ex¬ 
hausted  by  her  all-too-human 
ordeal. 

Also  memorable  is  the  tale  of 
Guo  Laifu,  the  adopted  son  of  a 
|  rich  man  who  lived  in  the  town. 
Although  he  was  addicted  to 
opium  and  gambling,  he  com¬ 
ports  himself  well  and  manages 
to  retain  the  respect  of  the 
people.  He  can  always  be  seen 
walking  with  his  back  held 
straight  and  his  head  held  high, 
despite  his  tattered  clothing 
and  poverty.  While  his  life  is 
certainly  in  a  state  of  decline, 
the  people  secretly  admire  him 
because  he  never  steals  or 
engages  in  lawlessness  to  satisfy 
his  cravings.

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An  Interview  W  ith  Filmmaker  Zhang  Yimou 


(The  following  is  excerpted  from  an 
interview  with  Chinese  film  director 
Zhang  Yimou  on  the  making  of  the  film 
"To  Live"  by  Peggy  Chiao  Hsiung  Ping 
translated  by  Linda  Javin). 

What  is  it  about  Yu  Hua’s  novel  that 
inspired  you  to  make  a  film  from  it? 

It  was  love  at  first  sight.  The  novel 
represents  the  road  less  travelled  by  a 
number  of  ordinary  Chinese  families. 
Not  only  is  it  a  typical  story,  but  it  also 
affords  an  overview  of  Chinese  society, 
history  and  culture.  Formerly,  such 
novels  have  tended  toward  the 
metaphysical.  The  writers  adopted  a  su¬ 
perior  tone,  a  kind  of  historical 
humanism  by  which  they  could  relate 
their  own  personal  experience  of  his¬ 
tory.  But  they  were  out  of  touch  with  the 
common  people.  They  neglected  to  pay 
attention  to  how  ordinary  people  ac¬ 
tually  think  and  the  way  they  live  their 
lives. 

I  knew  I  wanted  to  make  a  film  about 
history,  about  the  Cultural  Revolution. 
Some  of  my  former  classmates  have  al¬ 
ready  made  films  on  these  topics,  but  I 
believe  they’ve  adopted  a  superior 
stance.  They  haven’t  come  down  to  the 
level  of  the  people.  I  wanted  to  tell  a 
different  sort  of  history.  Yu  Hua’s  novel 
provided  the  perfect  basis  for  what  I 
wanted  to  do. 

The  novel  is  fairly  thin  on  historical 
background.  In  fact,  it’s  not  immediately 
obvious  that  the  story  is  being  played  out 
against  the  Great  Leap  Forward  and  the 
Cultural  Revolution.  In  the  film,  however, 
you  seem  to  have  given  more  prominence 
to  the  historical  context. 

Film  and  literature  are  different. 
Much  can  be  concealed  in  a  work  of 
fiction.  Film,  however,  by  its  nature 
is  photographic  realism:  costumes,  ap¬ 
pearances  and  so  on  must  to  a  certain 
extent  reflect  the  ambience  of  the  times, 
and  there’s  no  getting  around  that.  Also, 
film  must  be  made  accessible  and  for 
mass  tastes.  This  film  is  not  wholly  for 
mainland  audiences,  either,  but  for 
Taiwan,  Hong  Kong,  and  overseas 
Chinese,  as  well  as  Western  audiences. 
And  they  must  all  have  some  com¬ 
prehension  of  the  times  in  which  the 
story  unfolds. 

At  the  same  time,  I  have  done  my  best 
to  play  down  the  historical  background. 
For  instance,  while  45  minutes  of  the 
film  takes  place  during  the  Cultural 
Revolution,  I’ve  hardly  used  any  scenes 
of  street  demonstrations,  rebel  actions, 
struggle  sessions  or  other  such  familiar 
images.  My  focus  is  entirely  on  what 


happens  with  the  family.  The  rest  is  of 
secondary  importance. 

You ’ve  also  cutout  a  number  of  secon¬ 
dary  characters. 

It  would  have  been  too  much.  I 
wanted  to  concentrate  on  the  daily  life 
of  the  main  characters.  I’m  sure  that  lots 
of  people  in  China  will  be  able  to  iden¬ 
tify  with  this  film. 

For  example,  Fengxia’s  engagement 
and  wedding  presents  were  portraits  of 
Mao  and  books  of  his  writings.  It  seems 
very  funny  from  our  perspective,  but  at 
that  time  it  would  have  been  very  touch¬ 
ing.  For  someone  to  have  given  a  wash 
basin,  or  a  kettle,  or  a  wok  would  have 
been  considered  truly  extravagant.  But 
the  point  of  giving  someone  the  works 
of  Mao  was  to  remind  them  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  correct  political  thinking;  it 
had  nothing  to  do  with  living  happily  or 
well.  The  gift  of  an  army  cap  reminded 
you  to  follow  Chairman  Mao,  become 
his  good  little  soldier  and  obey  him  in 
everything.  Mainland  Chinese  have  all 
experienced  this,  they  know  what  it  was 
like.  It’s  like  the  song  they  sang  at 
Fengxia’s  wedding.  You’d  sing  this  song 
on  all  happy  occasions  then.  When 
things  were  looking  up,  you  were  always 
to  think  of  the  Communist  Party.  It  was 
quite  something. 

Although  you  say  you  wanted  to  make 
a  film  underplaying  the  social  and  politi¬ 
cal  background,  don’t  these  examples 
prove  that  politics  are  in  fact  part  and 
parcel  of  life  in  China? 

More  than  that,  it  is  in  our  every  pore, 
in  our  blood.  In  the  film,  portraits  of 
Mao  hang  in  everyone’s  home.  That’s 


the  way  it  was.  It’s  no  exaggeration.  It’s 
not  like  in  "Raise  the  Red  Lantern," 
where  I  used  the  giant  opera  masks  in 
the  concubine’s  room  which  were  quite 
farfetched.  When  Fuigui’s  wife  doesn’t 
want  to  accept  Chunsheng’s  gift  of  a 
Mao  portrait  because  she  doesn’t  like 
Chunsheng,  and  Fuigui  replies,  but  it’s 
Chairman  Mao,  how  can  we  refuse  it,  it’s 
a  humorous  moment. 

After  the  Cultural  Revolution,  when 
many  statues  of  Chairman  Mao  were 
taken  down,  they  called  it  something 
like  "inviting  him  to  step  down."  They’d 
cover  the  statues  with  cloth  and  dis¬ 
mantle  them  in  the  middle  of  the  night 
so  that  no  one  would  see  the  smashing 
of  Chairman  Mao. 

People  want  to  live  happy  lives,  but 
they  can’t  escape  the  influence  of 
politics.  There  are  no  safe  havens  from 
politics  in  China.  As  Mao  Zedong  said, 
"Politics  touches  everyone’s  soul." 

Would  you  say  that  you  have  a  critical 
attitude  towards  culture  and  history? 

Obviously  yes.  On  the  other  hand, 
unlike  some  people,  I  don’t  approach  it 
as  a  victim,  spilling  out  a  tale  of  woe.  I 
think  we  already  have  too  many  films 
like  this.  And  in  fact  they  are  not  really 
critical  in  a  meaningful  sense  of  the 
word;  the  state  of  being  a  wounded  soul 
has  become  just  an  ordinary  life  situa¬ 
tion,  it  is  an  objective  historical  fact. 
We’ve  taken  a  more  roundabout  and 
light  handed  approach.  For  instance 
there’s  the  scene  in  the  hospital  where 
the  doctor  can’t  help  Fengxia  because 
he’s  sick  from  eating  too  many  steamed 
buns.  There’s  black  humor  in  this.  Why 
did  he  eat  so  much?  Because  he’d  just 
come  from  detention,  where  he  wasn’t 


given  anything  to  eat!  The  incident  il¬ 
lustrated  how  twisted  things  had  be¬ 
come,  how  impossible  it  was  to  take 
control  of  your  own  life.  There  was  no 
reprieve. 

Rather  than  directly  attacking  such 
things,  we  incorporate  a  sense  of  the 
absurd  into  the  story.  The  tragedy  of  the 
times  was  that  you  could  be  as  cir¬ 
cumspect  as  possible  and  you’d  still  be 
unable  to  guarantee  you’d  escape  dis¬ 
aster.  Disaster  could  just  fall  from  out  of 
the  sky.  It  was  absurd.  For  instance,  the 
way  that  Fengxia  died,  under  such 
ridiculous  circumstances.  There  is  no 
need  to  point  the  finger  within  the  film 
at  dictatorship  or  totalitarianism; 
everyone  in  the  world  knows  what  was 
going  on  at  the  time  in  China. 

It  was  an  extraordinary  age.  One  bil¬ 
lion  people  were  actually  living  their 
lives  this  way.  We  consciously  ended  the 
film  with  a  scene  of  the  family  having  a 
meal,  a  scene  in  which  there’s  a  normal, 
relaxed  atmosphere.  This  is  a  departure 
from  my  previous  style  where  I’ve  always 
utilized  a  dramatic  conclusion.  This 
time,  it  is  completely  undramatic,  a  nor¬ 
mal  scene  from  a  normal  day.  Life  con¬ 
tinues. 

This  is  the  simplest  expression  of  the 
meaning  of  the  title  of  the  film.  It’s  not 
supposed  to  be  particularly  "deep." 

You  had  a  definite  influence  on 
Chinese  film  and  younger  directors.  Have 
you  ever  thought  you’d  become  a  kind  of 
model  for  others  to  emulate,  or  even  an 
obstacle  in  the  path  of  others  success? 

It  would  be  very  hard  for  younger 
filmmakers  on  the  mainland  to  escape 
from  under  our  shadow  if  they  were 
making  films  on  the  subjects  for  which 
we  are  well  known. 

I  wouldn’t  presume  to  have  had  that 
much  of  an  influence  on  Chinese  cinema 
generally,  although  it’s  true  that  many 
films  today  bear  a  resemblance  to  those 
we  were  making  back  then. 

I  believe  that  for  a  long  time  now 
Chinese  films  have  been  too  abstract, 
conceptual,  gimmicky.  They  don’t  relate 
at  all  to  the  lives  of  ordinary  Chinese 
people.  I’m  certain  that  most  audiences 
will  like  this  film.  We  haven’t  gone  over¬ 
board  on  the  tragic  elements,  weeping 
and  wailing,  but  rather  have  focused  on 
the  minute,  amusing  details  in  the  life  of 
a  nobody.  There  are  tears,  there  is 
laughter,  one  following  the  other  in 
gentle  rhythm  like  the  breath  of  a  bel¬ 
lows.

When  Samson  Chu  first 
started  experimenting  with 
computers  while  a  college  stu¬ 
dent  in  Boston,  he  knew  almost 
immediately  that  he  had  found 
something  that  genuinely  inter¬ 
ested  him. 

Now  eight  years  after  im¬ 
migrating  to  the  US  from 
Guangzhou,  China,  and  with  a 
degree  from  UMass  Boston, 
Chu  and  a  partner  have  opened 
Compuser  Connections  in 
Chinatown. 

Located  in  a  3rd  floor  office 
space  at  30  Kneeland  St.,  the 
"computer  club"  has  10 
workstations  and  several  laser 
printers.  The  recently  opened 
club,  which  can  be  joined  for  a 
fee  of  $30  a  month,  is  open 
seven  days  a  week. 

Club  members  also  have  ac¬ 
cess  to  computer  manuals  and 
videos  for  all  major  software, 
music  and  chess  programs,  and 
CD-ROM.  A  staff  person  will 
also  be  available  at  the  club  to 
answer  members’  questions. 
It’s  basically  "self-training,"  says 
Chu,  but  there  will  also  be  help 
from  teachers. 


The  club  also  has  software 
that  can  adapt  many  major 
programs  to  Mandarin  or  Can¬ 
tonese  Chinese.  Chu  says  it  can 
"integrate  Chinese  systems  into 
all  our  applications.. .to  help 
people  who  have  no  English 
backgrounds."  There  are  cur¬ 
rently  a  number  of  different 
Chinese  systems  on  the  market 
now.  "It’s  grown  very  big,"  he 
says. 


With  20  members  having 
signed  up  on  the  club’s  opening 
day  in  early  December,  Chu 
believes  that  interest  in  com¬ 
puters  is  high  in  the  Chinese 
community.  He  points  out  that 
while  many  students  are  learn¬ 
ing  about  computers  as  a  matter 
of  course  at  home  and  in  today’s 
schools,  older  people  who  buy 
computers  for  their  children 
may  still  not  know  how  to  use

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them. 

"Most  parents,  they  really 
want  their  children  to  have 
some  computer  knowledge," 
says  Chu.  "Even  if  they  don’t 
know  computers  they  buy  com¬ 
puters  for  their  kids." 

At  last  month’s  opening  he 
signed  up  an  entire  family  as 
well  as  an  older  couple.  Many 
people  want  to  learn  popular 
job-related  programs  such  as 
Lotus  1-2-3,  an  accounting  pro¬ 
gram,  and  Excel,  a  spreadsheet 
program. 

In  addition  to  running  the 
club,  Chu  has  a  computer-as¬ 
sembly  shop  on  Hancock  Street 
in  Quincy.  A  professional 
software  developer  and  an  ex¬ 
pert  on  installing  and  training 
people  to  use  computer  net¬ 
works,  Chu  has  experience  set¬ 


ting  up  computer  networks  for 
travel  agencies  and  other  busi¬ 
nesses. 

In  the  future,  Chu  says  he 
may  consider  returning  to 
China  to  open  up  a  business 
there.  His  father,  who  is  an  ar¬ 
chitect,  has  returned  to  China 
and  opened  his  own  office 
there. 

When  he  was  a  student,  he 
also  worked  for  an  internation¬ 
al  business  company.  It  was 
there,  he  says,  that  he  realized 
the  importance  of  computers  in 
the  workplace. 

When  he  first  became  inter¬ 
ested  in  computers,  he  says,  he 
felt  he  knew  so  little.  "So  I  told 
myself  I  got  to  learn  com¬ 
puters,"  he  says.  "Once  I  started 
with  computers,  I  was  crazy 
about  them."
